Notes of What is Going on Down at 





the Rohing Mills -Cars of Machin- 
ery and Scrap Iron Arriving 


Every Day. 





A visit to the rolling mills yesterday by 
a representative of ‘HITE INTELLIGENCER 
showed that the work of getting this indus- 
try into shape for work is progressing 
rapidly. 

In the 
machines are all in position, and the work- 


vail and spike factory the 


men aro now engaged putting up the belt- 
ing, Which, when completed, will set in 
motion a large number of machines for the 
turning out cf nails aud apikcs of various 
sizes, Yesterday forthe first time fire 
was started under the large boiler which 
will supply the motive power for the run- 
nieg of the spike and nail factory. This 
portion of the works will soon be in readi- 


ness for operation. 

About the rolling mills a Jarge number 
of mechanics and workmen aro busily en-, 
gaged in placing in position the machinery 
necessary for the carrying on of the work. 
Some portions of the machinery used here 
are of great size and weight, considerable 
time being occupied in placing them in 
position. Some of the furnaces have been 
tricked over and are about ready for use. 
Mr. B. F.Peacock, the company’s superin- 
tendent for the placing in of tho plant, is 
constantly upon the ground superintending 
the work. 

The two additional buildings, known as 
the bar iron warchouse ard the storehouse, 
beivg erected by Mr, Walter Alford, are 
nearing completion. ‘The frame work on 
tho former is completed and is now being 
sheeted, It is situated just east of the nail 
and spike factory and the storehouse just 
north of tho factory. ‘The store house will 
he used for placing in manufactured articles 
from the nail and spike factory. These 
buildings are of a substantial nature and 
commodious, the warehouse being Sdx45 
feet and the storehouse 12055 feet. 

Every day cars laden with either machin- 
ery or scrap iron are taken over the rails to 
the mills. An immense quantity of scrap 
iron has already been placed on the ground, 
ready for use as soon as the furnaces and 
other machinery are ready. 

Messrs. Abbott and Mitchell and the 
other members of tho Compsny are anxi- 
ously waiting for thetime when the hom 
of machinery will be heard and tho industry 
running at full blast.

All Been Lies. 


Far from Being Conquered, 
to Make Sorties and Mo 


Gen. White Has been Able 
re Than Hold His Own. 


(OTHER DESPATCHES ON INSIDE PAGES.) 


London, Nov. 6.—An immense weight | 
was lifted from the public mind by the 
brief official despatch published this morn- 
ing, by which the Continental stories of 
disaster at Ladyemith were proved to be 
false. 

Although the despatch itself revived the 
anxiety of the more timid in another di- 
rection, as indicated that Gen. White, in- 
stead of sitting tight and acting wholly on 
the defensive, as it is held in many quar- 
rers he ought to do, persisted in sortieing 
and risking another Nicholson Nek disas- 
ter. , 

Generally, however, the cheery tone of 
the despatch, showing that there is no 
anxiety at Ladysmith as regards the ability 
of the beleaguered garrison to hold its own, 
has an excellent effect on the country. 

From the fact that Gen. White is able 
to take the offensive and to shell a Boer 
camp, it seems that Ladysmith is not so 
closely besieged as was supposed. 


Capetown, Noy.6.—Free State Burghers 
occupied Colesburg without resistance. 
Colesburg has 2,000 inhabitants, all 
Dutch. 

The British troops are concentrating a’ 
De Aar Junction. A large number of the 


British wounded from Ladysmith arrived 
at Capetown to-day. 

The impression here is that the removal 
of the British camp at Stormyberg Junc- 
tion may result in a large number of Ool- 
onisl Boers joining the enemy, and the 
English section is utterly upset at the 
withdrawal of the British troops and seri- 
ous news from Natal, 

The tension between the Dutch and the 
English has been increasing hero during 
the last day or two. 

The news of the disaster to Col. Carle- 
ton’s column has had anything but a good 
effect on the Dutch in the districts 30 miles 
from Capetown, and they make no attempt 
to conceal their feelings of satisfaction at 
the British reverse. 

London, Nov. 6, via New York.—Re- 
ports of Boer victories, coupled with the 
evacuation of Oolenzo, indicate that a 
battle has been fought south of Ladysmith, 
which the Government is keeping secret, 
which lea s to belicf of rumors of another 
victory for Joubert’s column, 

Advices from Mafeking says the Boers 
stationed a big Pretorian gun, witha range 
of seven miles, and fired sixteen shots, one 
hitting the town and burning Wait’s store.

THE WAR SUIMARY. 

General Sir Redvers Buller cabled from 
Cape Town to the War Office yesterday 
a despatch which he received by carrier 
pigeon from General White. 

General White reported that onjFriday last 
his cavalry and artillery fought a long 
battle with Joubert’s commandos. The 

___ British loss was smal’, and the Boer 
laager was most effectively shelled. 


Later despatches say that the Boers were 
completely taken by surprise, ther 
camp at Bester’s Hill captured and 
heavy losses inflicted upon them. 


General White reported the death of Gun- 
nery-Lieutenant Egerton of H, M. S. 
Poweiful, who had been badly injured 
bya Boer shell. A previous London 
despatch announced that Egerton had 
been promoted to be commancer, 

An official despatch states that the British 
have evacuated Colenso, on the main 
railway line, south of Colenso. 

Major Kincaid and nine wounded men of 
the Royal Irish Fusiliers, who were 
captured at Tarquhar’s Farm, have 
been exchanged for some Boer prison- 
ers, 

The Boers have occupied Colesburg, nor- 
thern Cape Colony. 

A cablegram from London, via New York, 
says that a battle has teen fought south 
of Ladysmith, which is supposed, on 
account of the Government's secrecy, to 
be a victory for Gen. Joubert. 

Latest despatches from London show that 
the War Office has received from Gen 
White the information that he is al) 
right and more than holding his own.

Several small detachments of Eng- 
lish country ycomanry are going out, 
independent of the War Office, to the 
seat of War, on the chance of joining 
the Imperial Light Horse. Lord 
Lonsdale and Lord Harris, both yeo- 
manry officers, are aiding this move- 
nient. ‘ 4 

The heavy losses among the British 
officers in Natal have led The Mili- 
tary Journal to suggest that the 
sword be abolished, not only on ac- 
count of its uselessness but also be- 
cuuse its glitter attracts the aim of 
an enemy and indicates the officer. 

Colenso, which Was evacuated by 
the British on Saturday, is the point 
Where the railway from Ladysmith 
crosses the ‘Tugela River, which is 
now in flood, It is a small village 
128 miles from Durban, Where a 
bridge crosses the Tugela River. 

In Thursday's artillery duel no 
damage was done at Ladysmith. 

On Tuesday the British prisoners 
of the Boers at Pretoria were engag-

Commandant-General Joubert sent 
word to Ladysmith that Gen. Sy- 
mons Was buried with the fujlest 
honors. 

The most optimistic in London be- 
lieve that a fortnight is the mini- 
mum in which reinforcements of any 
potentiality can be pushed to Lady- 


Military, men optimistically predict 
that Gen, Joubert will withdraw 
from Natal immediately Gen. Sir Red- 
vers Buller’s force enters the Orange 
Free State, but the latter cannot be 
far on his way for at least three or 
four weeks. 

It has been officially announced 
that the British have evacuated Co- 
lenso, south of Ladysmith. This was 
another bitter pill for the British 
public. 

r Gunnery Lieut. Egerton of the Brit- 
ish cruiser Powerful, who Was 


at the bombardment of Ladysmith, 
has been promoted to the rank of 
commander for services in the field. 
His legs have been amputated as a 
result of his wounds. His death was 
announced on Sunday. 

The British troopship Papitan, 
which. sailed for South Africa Noy. 
1, from Liverpoal, is returning, in a 
damaged condition, having encounter- 
ed Friday's storm. She signalled 
that her fittings were aut of order 
that several horses have been drown- 
ed and that three of her boats were 
Stove in. She is gaing to Liverpool 
to be refitted, - 

The Cape Times says the Boer loss 
at Reitfontein was 70 killed and 200 
in wounded. Three hundred horses 
were captured. 

There have been a few skirmishes 
with the Boers near Fort Tuli, Rho- 
desia, Whose main body has retired 
southward. 

Shots were exchanged on Oct. 26 
between Col. Plumer’s column and 
the Boers at Pont Drift. The British 
had one man wounded. The enemy's 
loss Was unknown. A British patrol 
reconnoitering Pont Drift, Oct. 27 
captured five Boers. : 

The body of Gen. Kock, the Boer 
commander, Who was wounded at the 
battle of Glencoe, captured and tak- 
en to Ladysmith, where he died, has 
been taken to Pretoria. 

The Boers are traversing Zululand 
hoisting flags over the British magis- 
tracies. 

The Boers are still in force in the 
vicinity of Kimberley. On Saturday 
evening our patrol was fired on in 
the neighborhood of the Wesselton 
mine, the enemy expending m quanti- 
ty of ammunition, ineffectually, how- 
ever, owing to the long range,

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The Movement was Spoiled Because Germany 
Would Not Enter the Combination—Boers 
= Fired the Veldt and Exploded a Maga- 


zine—Another 


St. Petdrsburg, Nov. 7.—The numerous 
rumors that certain continental powers 
have been meditating for som» sort of a 
combined move to the detriment of British 
interests are nob without foundatior. It 
was learned from a high Russian source, 
and the information can be relied upon, 
that a definite attempt has been made to 
bring about a combination between Russia, 
France, Germany and Spain with “the 
object of embarrassirg Great Britain in the 
settlement of che Transyaal question. Not 
merely haye unofticial suggestions been 
made by one power to another but the 
proposal has been formally discussed by 
the various governments concerned. 

Russia, France and Spain, as Count 
Muravioff found in the course of his recent 
journeys, were agreed as to tho desirability 
of interyencion, but the success of the 
movements wes wrecked by the refusal of 
Germany, the only one of the four powers 
directly interested in South Africa, to take 
part in the proposal. The aahesion of 
Spain to the combination appears to have 
been desired for the purpose of isolating 
and considerably weakening the British 
position at Gibraltar.

Information comes from St. Petersburg 
that it was sought to form a combina- 
tion, composed of Russia, Frence, Ger- 
many and Spain, to embarrass Great 
Britain in the settlement of the Trans- 
vaal question. Germany refused to 
join, and the combination was broken.

He 
asked the nan where he lived and he 
Said in New York, and that he was 
going to Chicago, He examined the 


bill closely and finally declined to 
give the draft. 
To Mr, Howell: If Davis was in 


Mitchell, Ont,, on Dec. 81, 1898, of 
course he could not have been in the 
bank, 

Would Not Believe Dayis. 

Several Chicago witnesses who 
knew Davis swore they would not be- 
lieve him under oath. Two were wo- 
men, Who called themselves ‘‘wid- 
ows,’’ but swore their husbands were 
alive. 

Francis W. Scott, foreman of a 
gang on the C.P.R., was positive 
that Davis lifted the valise by the 
handle, and it was not correct when 
Davis stated that he pulled out the 
valise by the end from the place 
Where it was buried.

SAMOAN QUESTION SETTLED, 


Vinalitles Likely to Take Place in 
a Few Days, 


London, Novy. 7. Although the ex- 
act terms of the agreement are still 
carefully guarded, the Assceiatcd 
Press is able to say that the Samoan 
question is practically settled and 
that the finalities will take place 
Within a few days, unless some most 
unexpected hitch occurs. But it can 
be ssid that American control of Tu- 
tnilla Island is confirmed and agreed 
to, while the United States, it is un- 
derstood, signified its approval of the 
projected arrangements between Ger- 
muny and Great Britain. 

Mute as to Details, 

Regarding the details of the latter, 
the British Foreign Office remains 
mule, except to authorize the state- 
ment that none of the recent sur- 
mises of the German press have cor- 
rectly outlined the plan, which now 
Seems sure of acceptance. I[t is also 
emphatically denied that the United 
States has been in any way neglect- 
ed in the negotiations. It is pointed 
out that the United States having 
secured Tutuilla Island, obtained all 
She expected or desired, but though 
thoroughly satisfied, she was kept 
conversant with and always consult- 
ed about the negotiations which pro- 
ceeded between Germany and Great 
Britain. 

Matters Took a Turn, 

Last week it was believed that an 
impasse had been reached, and the 
diplomats were inclined to fear that 
no settlement was attainable in the 
near future. The sudden turn in the 
negotiations, and the overcoming of 
the apparently insurmountable obs- 
tacles, created almost as much sur- 
prise as gratification, Of course, it 
is still within the limits of possibili- 
ty that another and entirely unex- 
pected contingen¢y may arise during 
the interim of the drawing up of the 
papers and signing of them, But 
there is every reason to believe that 
an official statement will be given 
out this week announcing the terms 
of the settlement of this long stand- 





ing international difficulty. 
This is Another Story. 
The Berlin correspondent of ‘The 


Standard says: The Samoan negotia- 
tions have reached a dead-lock. Ger- 
many does not consider that the Gil- 
bert and Solomon Islands would ade 
quately compensate her for Waiving 
the German claims. An agreement, 
however, would easily be arranged if 
Great Britain would cede in addition 
portions of New Guinea.

Motor Burned Out. 

A motor burned out in the upper 
flat of the building and set fire to 
the cupola in the building. The fire 
brigade were saon on the spot and 
water Was being poured into the up- 
per flat, Where the flames were doing 
scrious damage. The Water, poured 
by hundreds of gallons into the upper 
flats, began to drip through the flood 
long before much of the carbide could 
be removed. Then came the explo- 
sion. Everyone in the lower Storey 
Was more or less injured. It is fear- 
ed five men will lose their eyesight. 
Fully fifteen men are injured, per- 
haps more, At the time of writing 
it is hard to get all the Particulars. 
At first it was thought the carbide 
exploded, Later news shows that 
the explosion was caused by the wa- 
ter dropping into a redhot crucible 
of the carbide. 

The Furnace Was Wrecked, 


The explosion blew out the large 
iron doors of the furnace and the fiy- 
ing iron struck several men. The fur- 
nace itself was completely wrecked. 
It was blown clear across the build- 
ing. The news soon Spread and a 
large staff of doctors arrived on the 
scene. Those there at the time af 
writing were Drs. Kennedy, Scott, 
Kidd, McCarthy and Fontaine of 
Hull. All the city ambulances were 
summoned. The wounded were most- 
ly taken to the city hespitals. When 
the explosion occurred the shock was 
felt all over the Chaudiere, and work- 
men in the big mills and factories at 
once ran out of doors to see where 
the noise came from. The carbide 
factory Was soon Surrounded and the 
awful effects of the explesion were 
observed,

of How the Disaster Occurred. 


About 8 o'clock this morning it became 
noised about that a collision had occurred 
on the Grand Trunk Railway, « short dis- 
tance west of the city limite, and that a 
number were killed aud others injured. 

Upon investigation it was learned that 
an accident had occurred, but fortunately 
no lives were sacrificed. The particulars 
of the accident, as gleamed from one who 
was in the wreck, are given below : 

At 6:65 this morning a way freight, bound 
westward, left the station here. Mr. Patrick 
Garry, of York, was the conductor in 
charge, and the train was hauled by engine 
No. 831, the engineer being Mr. Jesse Bar- 
low, of Brockville. Some time later a ballast 
train left the station and, in charge of 
Conductor R, Smith, of Brockville, hauled 
by engine No. 841, sngineer H. Acton, of 
this City, and fireman D. Couch, also of 
this Oity, proceeded westward. When 
abont a mile and a half east of Sidney sta- 
tion a rear-end collision occurred. The 
ballast train was going along at n fair rate 
of speed, but owing toa dense fog which 
prevailed it was impossible to see any 
great distance ahead. Engineer Acton and 
his fireman, Couch, were within a short 
distance of the way freight before they 
could discern it, and the train, although 
going only a fair speed, could not be 

rought to a standstill befors a collision 
occurred, Acton and Couch, seeing the 
threatened danger did all in their power 
to avert a collision, but in vain. ‘Uhe latter 
jumped, but Acton reversed his engine and 
applied the brakes; thus slackening per- 
ceptibly the momentum of the train. As 
it was, the engine of tho ballast train 
struck the caboose of the way freight with 
considerable force, derailing it and two 
other cars. 


At first it was thought that some one had 
been killed, but this fortunately did not 
happen, although one of®he train hands, 
Mr. Alfred Dunn, a brakesman, of York, 
had a rather miraculous escape. At the 
time of the collision he wasin the cupola 
of the van on the way freight, and was 
thrown yiolently from his position and 
alighted upona stove. He sustained the 
most serious injuries. Conductor Patrick 
Garry was near by, and fortunately es- 
caped with a badly bruiced hand and slight 
bruises about the body. 

Engineer Acton, although not seriously 
injured, was badly bruised about the body. 
His escape from serious injuries was some- 
what remarkable. 


Fireman D. Couch jumped just before 
the collision occurred, and got off with a 
few bruises. 

In the meantime word had been sent to 
the City and the auxiliary was despatched 
to the scene. An engine and coach was 
also brought into requisition, and Dr Gib- 
son, of this City, and some of the G, T. R. 
officials were taken to the scene, 

The injured were temporarily assisted 
and placed in the coach and brought to the 
station, where the ambulance was in wait- 
ing to receive them. Conductor Garry and 
Brakesman Dunn were removed to the 
hospital, Acton being taken to his home. 
Garry’s only serious injury was to the band, 
which was badly cut and bruised. He also 
had some slight bruises about the body. 

At first it was feared that Dunn was 
fatally injured, but upon examination io 
was found that no bones were broken, but 
he sustained some very serious bruises in 
various parts of the body. He was also 
badly injured about the face, his nose, 
cheek and forehead being cut. He will be 
compelled to remain quiet for some time. 
He is a married man, residing at York,and 
is a brother-in-law of Mrs, J. J. McCallum, 
of this city. 

The damage done to the rolling stock is 
considerable. The caboose was destroyed 
by fire. Some three loaded cars were 
thrown off the track and the engine was 
derailed. The track was blocked for some 
time. 

The way freight was at a stand still at 
the Lime, owing to some other train being 
stationary a short distance ahead of it. 
Had the atmosphere been clear no doubt 
the accident would not have occurred. 

NOTES. 

A Jarge number from the Oity visited 
the scene of the accident this morning, 
some of.them taking snap shot scenes of 
the wreck, 

The accident did not delay the east 
bound trains, but freight traflic was delay- 
cd for some time. 

Conductor Garry left this afternoon for 
his home at York.

Considering Together a Proposed 
Method of Paying the Men. 


Montreal, Nov. 8.—The conference 
between the delegation of Grand 
Trunk freight conductors and train- 
men and Mr. McGuigan, gencral su- 
perintendent, was continued at the 
head office of the company at Point 
St. Charles yesterday morning. 

The chief bone of contention is said 
to be due to a suggested change in 
the present system of wages, which 
is now caleuluted according to the 
trip. For instance, from Montreal to 

Brockville, Which is an average run 
of from six to eight hours, a day and 
a quarter is allowed the men. The 
change Suggested by the general su- 
perintendent is that the wages be 
based according to the numbers of 
miles run, regardless of the amount 
of time it occupies to run to a termin- 
al point. This if put into force would 
be the means of cutting down the 
Wages considerably, unless the man- 
agement saw fit to grant a rate per 
mile sutlicient to cover the loss by 
the change. 





CANADIAN PRODUCE IN BRITAIN, 





Some Imports Increased, But Cheese 
and Cattle Decreased. 


London, Nov. 8.—From recently 
published statistics, it is learned 
that the imports from Canada for the 
month of October have been: Cattle, 
11,319, valued at £191,633; sheep 
and lambs, 10,710, £16,246; wheat, 
558,300 cwts., £193,634; wheat, meal 
and flour, 265,300 ecwts., £122,428; 
peas, 166,900 cewts., £55,582; bacon, 
52,614 cwts., £91,850; hams, 10,156 
cwts., £21,298: butter, 47,201 cwts., 
£219,057; cheese, 211,527 ewts., 
$523,092; eggs, fo7,659 great hun- 
dreds, £68,982; horses, 628, £17,357. 

Compared with the corresponding 
month in the previous year, bacon, 
ham, butter, eggs, horses and sheep 
show an increase of 25 per cent., 
While cheese and cattle show a de- 
crease of 25 and 48O per cent., re- 
spectively. . 

The total value of imports from 
Canada is £2,125,736, and of exports 
to that colony, £436,693.

Fired on a Ladysmith Party Under 
a Flag of Truce. 


General White Says his Entrenchments are Daily 





Growing Stronger, and the Supply of 
Provisions is Ample.

London, Noy. 10,—(4.80 4.1n,)—The scanty 
aud conflicting news from the seat of war 
and the fact that Gen, White has not yet 
sald a word about the alleged fighting 
around Ladysmith are again producing a 
feeling of uneasiness, It may be that Gen, 
White lus sent news and that Gen, Buller 
has thought best to keep It to himself, In- 
deed this is the version that it beginuling 
to be belleyed, ay it is held Impossible thet 
the news of heavy fighting brought by 
Kafting in such circumstantial detall can be 
wholly groundless, 

It cannot be long, however, before & 
change occurs, Gen, Buller’s forces will 
soon urrive at Durban, and will probably 
begin the adyance to the rellef of Sady- 
sniith abont Noy, 15. 

What Are the Boers Doing ¢ 

The Boers, if they ever entertained the 
idea of & real invasion of Cape Colony, 
have probably now abandoned it, and will 
dceyote thelp whole energies to reducing 
Ladysmith, They have only about a week 
in which to do this. The fact that they 
ure rather Inactive Indicates that they are 
walting for something which they feel sure 
will justify thelr delay, The latest Hst- 
court despatches scem to hint that the 
garrison Is about to retire further south- 
yard, 

A Siege Train for Pretoria. . 

Orders haye been recelved at Woolwich 
oud Devonport for the mobilization of a 
siege tralp, which, it is supposed, ts in- 
tended for the purpose of shelling Pretorla. 
The force mannivg it will approximate to 
the strength of eight batteries, and will 
consist of 82 officers and 1104 non-com)nis- 
sloned officers and men. Its armament will 
be thirty Howltzer, fourteen six-inch guns, 
eight five-inch guns und elght four-ineh 
guns, the whole train welghing over S000 
tons. ‘This will be the first employment of 
a modernized siege train by any European 
urmy, and the progress of the reduction of 
forts by Lyddite shell fire, a preliminary to 
storming by Infantry, will be watched with 
interest and curiosity by all professional 
soldiers, .

The entrenchments are daily growing 
stronger and the supply of provisions is 
ample. 

Estcourt, Noy. 10.—The Boers aro ap- 
parently trying to effect strong lodgments 
around Ladysmith, whence they can shell 
the town and camps. 

Gen, White’s batteries have thus far 


‘been able to prevent them from closing in 


too near, 

Estcourt and Pietermaritzburg are safe. 

Gen. White sent a message on Monday 
to Gen. Joubert, requesting that the Boers 
permit the women, children and non-com- 
batants remairing at Ladysmith to leave 
the town, « 

Joubert forwarded a reply, in which he 
invited those who wished to leave town to 
go under the protection of Umbulawana 
guns. 

The Mayor of Ladysmith cory: ned a 
mass meeting of the inhabitants to con- 
sider whether it would be advisable for the 
non-combatants to accept Joubert’s offer. 

After a lengthy discussion the meeting 
passed a resolution saying they would ac- 
cept no terms from the enemy. 

Before dispersing all those present 
joined in singing ‘‘ God Save the Queen.” 

London, November 10.—It is believed 
now that Gen. Buller has changed his 
plans, and that his first move will now be 
to free Gen. White, instead of advancing 
through Orange Free State, as it was at 
first supposed he would.

One Severely Scalded and the Other 
Suffering From Painful Bruises. 


A rear end collision between two light 
engines occurred on the line of the G. T, 
R. at Maryeville station yesterday after- | 
noon, and as a result two engineers, re 
siding in this City, were injured. 

Iv Appears that engine No 746, in charge | 
of Engineer R. Snell and fireman L. } 
Thomas, was proceeding westward towards 
the City. At Marysville the semaphore | 
was against Snell and he stopped at the | 
stetion for orders, which were to the effect 
that about two miles west of Marysville, 
a cow had been killed and he was to 
remove it, Whilst Engineer Snel! was en- 
gaged in getting the orders another light 


engine was approaching from the east, but, 
owing to a curve near there, the front en- | 
gine could not be seen. Snell 
heard the engine coming and so in- 
formed his driver and directed the latter 
to turn the board against the appruaching 





engine. Thomas endeavored to doso but 
before he could reach the semaphore the 
engino had passed it. Snell, secing a col- 
lision would take place, ran and jumped 
upon hisengine and pulled open the 
throttle with the expectation of getting out 
of the way, but could not doso. The rear 
engine crashed into the tender of the front 
engine with considerable force. 


When the collision cccurred the steam 
gauge of Snell’s engine burst and some 
other pipes broke, enveloping the unfortu- 
nate engineer in steam. As a result ho 
was severely scalded about the hands, arms 
and face, 


Adamson, the engineer of the rear eon- 
gine, was also in a perilous condition and 
at first it was thought that he was killed. 
He was completely covered with coal and 
some minutes elapsed betore he could be 
extricated. His injuries consist of bad 
bruises about the chest and other portions 
of the "body. His fireman, A. Bowen, 
jumped and escaped injuries. 


As soon as possible a physician was sum- 
moned to the scene and the unfortunate 
men attended to, Although badly sculded, 
Snell's injuries are not considered fatal. 
He was brought to the city and conveyed 
to his home on Russell st. Inquiry at the

“Every day applications are received 
frou: volunteers in all parts of the 
Empire, who wish to be sent to the 
front. Tam proud of the sailors, 
soldicrs and volunteers, Who are all 
on guard. We have hard work be- 
fore us, for our foe is brave and it 
is no mimic Warfare in which we are 
engaged. When one reads of the 
work which our local forces in Natal 
have done in the past few weeks, 
one must deem them worthy of

mobilized one army corps, consisting

A dazzling palace 
is it for mirrors and all costly art, 
No one Who has ever saw the throne 
room of the first and only Napoleon 
will ever forget the letter N em- 


broidered in purple and gold on the 


upholstery of chair and window, the 
letter N gilded on the wall, the let- 
ter N chased on the chalices, the let- 
ter N flaming from the ceiling, What 
a conflagration of brilliance the 
throne-room of Charles Immanuel of 
Pardinia, of Ferdinand of Spain, of 
Elizabeth of England, of Boniface of 
Italy! But the throneroom of our 
Wather’s house hath a glory eclips- 
ing all the throne-rooms that ever 
saw scepter Wave or crown glitter 
or foreign embkassador bow, for our

THE SENATE'S ACTION JUSTIFIED 
—$20,000 DAMAGES. 


It will be remembered that a bill was in- 
troduced into the Senate, during the ‘ses- 
sion of the last Parliament, by the Minis- 
ter of Justice, giving the Government 
power to deal with a citizen's property in a 
most arbitrary and un-British manner. 
The Senate threw out the bill, leaving the 
question of dealing with private property 
to the courts ; the result of which is given 
in the following telegeaphic synopsis of 
one case which the Minister attempted to 
legislate out of court and thereby cheat (it 
was no.hing le:s) a private subject of Iler 
Majesty out of his rights : E 


The Government has come off second 
best in its suit against Mr. Archie Stew- 
art over the cancellation of his contract 
forlock No. 1 on the Soulanges canal, 
and the expropriation of his quarry at 
Rockland. Mr Stewart was the original 
contractor for this work, There were 
serious differenoes of ojinion between 
the contractor and the resident engineer, 
who rejected the stone which was being 
used from a quarry at Rockland, owned 
by Mr. Srewart. After the work had 
been greatly delayed on account of thése 
differences the contract was taken from 
Mr. Stewart and re-let. Tho Goveru- 
ment offered something like $6,000 for 
the quarry, which Mr. Stewart refused, 
and subsequently entered suit ugainst 
the Government in the Exchequer Court 
for $209,000 for the valuo of the quarry 
and damages for being unjustly deprived 
of his contract, Then the Govern- 
ment wanted Mr. Stewart to take back 
what was left of his quarry, and on his 
declining todo so, introduced last ses- 
sion a bill amending the Expropriation 
Act 80 as to compel Mr. Stewart to take 
back his quarry or such portions of it as

The first speaker was W. I’. Maclean, M. 
I, who at the outset referred to the poll- 
tles of the proyince In ylew of the fact 
that a bye-election ts about to be held in 
South Ontarlo, He declared that the courts 
bad shown that an organized system of cor 
ruption had been at work in the proyiuce 
and that It worked for the interest of the 
Liberal party. This belog the case It rest 
cd on the public of South Ontario, irre- 
spective of party alliance, to put down 
this corruption, and the only way they 
could,do it was to vote against Mr, Dryden, 
who wis a wember of the Government 
which had profited by the machine. if 
the people of South Ontario neglected to 
do this things would go from bad to 
worse, and men who were working toward 
Improving the public life of ils country 
would be discouraged. He sald the eyes of 
all Canada were turned toward South On- 
tarlo at this juncture. Mr. Maclean then 
went Into Dominion politics, and the hypo- 
crisy of the Liberals In regard to protec: 
tion, the Senate aud other subjects, 

Ex-Minister Foster, 


Hon. George B, Foster took up the cause 
of our prosperity to-day, and the pretence 
of the Liberals that it was due to them, 
He showed the Improved condition of things 
was due to other causes, to the development 
of our minés, to the Increased foreign de- 
mand for our products, to Increused de- 
tuand on our railways to carry these pro- 
ducts of the country, What had the Lib- 
crals done in the way of legislation to ald 
this? Who could name a single thing? Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier had claimed to have in- 
creased the purchase of our products by 
England, ‘The reverse was the fact, aud 
the United States were selling more to Eng: 
land than ever, 

How Liberals Changed, 

Mr, Foster next went Into the policy—the 
declared pollcy—of the Liberals when out of 
office, that they would discriminate against 
England in order to get us the sixty inil- 
lion market In the United States. Now 
they were saying the United States mar 
ket did not amount to mucb, and that the 
British market was everything. The Lib- 
erals had declared against the Increase of 
the public debt, and in office they had In- 
creased It, They had got Into power by de- 
berate lying to the people. Sir Wilfrid 
land declared he was an English Liberal, 
The fact was that no English Liberal could 
remain In public fe a day after getting 
Into power and then repudlating all thetr 
pledges, 

Have Fallen Below Par. 

Since the Crow's Nest Pass deal of the 
Liberal party he Globe had fallen 50 per 
cent. or more In the estimation of the peo- 
ple of Canada. There were round-table 
nieetings of Globe directors, men who were 
owners of the Crow's Nest coal lands, ind 
there was a connection between the big 
subsidies glven the Crow's Nest Pass Itall- 
Way and the coal hinds that had fallen 
Into the havis ef Globe directors. Mr, Fos- 
ter went fully Into the South Africa con- 
tingent and the couduct of Mr, Tarte, who 
bad tried to shelter himself behind the 
French-Canadlans, He aroused the patriotic 
feelings of the meeting. In closing he hop- 
ed to see his old friend, Mr. Willlim Smith, 
once more in Parllament as the represeuta- 
tive of South Ontario. 


THREE BULLETS EXTRACTED, 


One 82-Calibre and Two 3S-Calibre 
Found in Varcoe's Body. 


Toronto, Noy. 11.—No new facts 
of any importance were brought to 
light yestcrday in the Varcoe trage- 
dy. Drs. Caven, Cotton and Nevitt 
conducted a post mortem examina- 
tion on the body, and they will sub- 
mit their:report at the adjourned in- 
quest next Tuesday night. It is 
known that the physicians extracted 
three bullets from the remains, one 
82 calibre and two 388 calibre. Wil- 
liams’ revolver is 38 calibre and Mc- 
Intosh’s fire arm 82 calibre. This 
part of- the report, the physicians 
say, Will show conclusively that both 
men had a hand ‘in the shooting. 

The doctors in attendance on the 
prisoner, McIntosh, held a consulta- 
tion at the General Hospital, and 
decided that the only means of pro- 
longing his life till after a trial was 
to perform an operation. McIntosh 
wus very delirious and would not 
under any condition give his consent. 
The prisoner was very low at an 
early hour this morning.

The School Management Committee ra- 
ported that they had considered the peti- 
tion for the re-opening of the Station 
School and recominended that it be ascer- 
tained the number of scholars who would 
attend and also ascertain where tho scholars 
who formerly went to that school are now 
attending. 

Tbe same Committeo recommended that, 
as Miss Alice McRae’s engagement as a 
teachor expired in December, she be re-en- 
gaged uutil August next, 

The Quen Victoria and High School 
Committee reported in reference to Wm 
Moxam’s request for an incrcase of salary 
as caretaker, and recommended that it be 
not entertained, also that a meeting of the 
Gommittee be held latcr to consider th» 
question of appointing a caretaker. 

The Head Master's report fer October 
showed that the number of scholars enro 1- 
ed for that month was 202, sud the aver: 
age dairy attendance 154. There was an 
improvement in pune uali'y; the order 
and conduct were good. 

On motion the Beard went into Com- 
mittee of the Whole on reports, Mr. O. J. 
Bowell in the chair. 

The various reports were considered and 
passed without much discussion and with 
out any amencmuuts. 

The account of Mr, R. Tuite for $3 85, 
for replacing broken windows, caused some 
of the members to spesk of a resolution 
upon the minutes of the Beard in refer- 
ence to teachers being responsible for 
windows thit were broken during school 
hours. 

Mr. Bennett stated that in this case 
most of the windows were broken during 
holidays or after school hours,

Moved by Mr. T. Wills, secorded Ly 
Mr. Bennett, that whereas there is bu: 
one scholar at present being taught in 
Form 1V., which takes up much of the 
time of the teachers, the Board my muria- 
liza the Government to have this form 
abolished unless more pupils are to be 
taught. 


Mr. Thos, Wills said in looking over the 
statutes he found out that we need not 
teach higher than matriculation into the 
university. ‘There was but one scholar in 
Form LY. and it took up as much time to 
teach as if there were a number of scholars, 
and he did not think it was fair to the 
Board to have to pay alurgesum to teach 
one. He thought we had no legal right to 
teach this form, 

In answer to a question as to whether 
tho Board could d» away with this form 
without petitioning the Minister of Educa- 
tion, 1t was ascertained that the Board had 
the right. 


Mr. Biggar stated that by teaching this 


form the time of the teachers was taken 


up, which would not be the case if this 
form was abolished, The time could be 
distributed to other classes. 


Mr. J. F. Wills thought the teachcto 
could rearrange their classes, and in this 
wise their time would be better taken up. 
The move he thought was a good one. We 
were paying at the rate of $1,000 a year 
for the education of one pupil, orabout 1-5 
of the teachers! time. 


Mr. I. Diamond said this matter had to 
bo looked at from different standpoints, 
forif we did away with this form, we 
would have to change our curriculum. This 
class did not interfere in apy way with the 
sticcess of the other classes. 


Prof. Milburn, Principal of the School, 
was heard in reference to this matter, He 
ssid the abolition of the fourth form would 
tend to lower the status of the school. 
Lhe reputation of the members of the staff 
would also bo ut stake, and it wou'd pro- 
bably be said or inferred that the teachers 
couldnot teach this form. He thought 
the present arrangements were about pe r- 
fect. 

Mr. ©. J. Bowell asked the Principal if 
this would not be an admission that our 
teachers were not prepared to teach this 
form,

HON. MR. FOSTER AT PIGTUN 


An Address of Welcome Pre- 
sented to the Ex-Minister. 








A Vigorous Speech Reviewing the 
Record of the Government, 
Whose Misdeeds Were Shown Up 
in Caustic Language — Election 
Promixes Compared With Their 
Doings—Mr, Pruyn for Lennox, 


Picton, Ont., Noy, 11.—A large and en- 
thuslastic meeting was held this afternoon 
ut the Bijou Opera House. After the 
president had called the meeting to order 
and announced Its object he called upon Sir, 
G, Alcorn, Q.C., and Mr, A, Broder, M.P., 
Mcrrisburg, to present the address of wel- 
come, 

Mr. Foster, after a few Introductory re- 
morks, proceeded to deal with the present 
Government, History, he sald, failed to 
show a set of men who had so betrayed 
thelr trust as the Laurier Administration. 
Prior to their election to office in 1896 they 
went the length and breadth of Canada 
promising that, If elected, they would re- 
duce the cost of government, give free 
trade, ao away with the Senate, and numer- 
Ous other things. 

What the Record Shows, 


The records showed that they have not 
fulfilled one single pledge. Instead of re- 
ducing the cost of government they have 
in three years increased It by about $7,000,- 
000. The Senate as yet remained undl3- 
turbed, and had saved the people of Canada 
millions of dollars auring the last three 
year. The N. P., which had been the 
life blood of Canada, has remained prac- 
tleally undisturbed, they only reducing the 


tariff by 71-100 of 1 per cent., which, at_ 


this rate, would take sixty-five years to 
give free trade. 
Farmers’ Burden Increased, 


He showed that the burdens of the farm- 
er had been Increased Instead of lessened. 
The duties on coal oli had been lessened 
by one cent and gone up In price five cents. 
‘Lhe duty on barb wire had been taken oft 
and the price greatly adyanced. Corn had 
been placed on the free list, which was a 
great detriment to the farmer. Several 
other Instarces were cited to show how the 
farmer had been more burdened. 

The action of the Patrons of Industry In 
Parliament came in for severe criticism, 
and it was Impossible to distinguish any 
diference between them and thé-Liberals. 
The Liberals, he sald, were claiming credit 
for the prosperity and advancement of Can- 
ada, but tbe records show that they were 
always opposed to any scheme toward pro- 
eTrhe ind

The ugly and ferocious crocodile is 
provided with a throat valve which 
effectually prevents the water from 
running down it, and also = en- 
ables it to secure and drown its prey 
under water. ‘The nostrils, placed at 
the extremity of its long nose, per- 
mit it to breathe at its ease, while 
the unfortunate animal captured 
drowns beneath the surface of the 
water. Moreover, it can exist a con- 
siderable length of time without 
breathing. In this way the reptile 
is able to conceal itself when it sus- 
pects danger, 

The nest of the crocodile differs 
from that of his cousin, the alliga- 
tor, and shows a great similarity to 
the turtle’s, The eggs are laid in a 
hole and thgn smoothly covered with 
sand, the precaution making them 
difficult to find. A year ago a cro- 
codile nest was discovered by a hunt- 
er and the eggs presented to the 
Smithsonian Institution and the 
Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Sclence. A few of the eggs were box- 
ed in sand by the hunter, with the 
result of batching one baby ‘‘Croco- 
dilus Americanus.’’ The little wrig- 
gler is very valuable, as it is said to 
be one of three captive specimens 
any Where.

We must gradually prepare, for the 
adoption of the metric systeni in Can- 
ada. If we compare the two we 
shall soon find out how much the 
metric system of weights and mea- 
sures is preferable to gun present 
confused and irrational system, just» 
us We found some years ago how 
much easier it was to caleulato in 
dollars and cents than in pounds, 
shillings and pence. ‘The whole me 
tric system is based om a single unit, 
the metre, a measure of length one 
ten-inmillionth part ef the distance be- 
tween the equator and the pole. True 
a slight error has been discovered in 
that measurement, which prevents it 
from being theoretically perfect. 

However much this may be regret- 
ted it does not interfere with the 
special adyantages of the system 
over all others which consists in its 
being built and entirely based upon 
that one single unit of longth, the 
metre, so that not only length, 
broadth and depth, but weight and 
capacity for both liquids and solids 
are all deducted from, thé uetie and 
fractions thereof, with the additional 
improvement that all calculations are 
on the decimal principle, both for 
fractions and multiples.

Exporting Horses. 


There has hardly been as large an 
export trade this year as usual if one 
may judge by appearances without 
any figures to guide the opinion. And 
this falling off seems to be because of 
a dearth of suitable export animals. 
The export of horses from Canada and 
the United States grew in five years 
from 3,000 animals to 80,000 and from 
a value of $700,000 to $4,800,000. The 
continent of Europe took of the 80,000 
less than 7,000 of which rather over 
half went to Belgium and the lesser 
half to 'rance, Germany and Holland. 
Trance took a class of ‘‘cabbers.’’ 
The bull of all the others were draft 
horses, in fact of those going to Great 
Britain 90 per cent. were Traft ani- 
mals, 7 per cent. were high class 
coachers, and 8 per cent. were road- 
sters and trotters. Those rated draft, 
are animals weighing 1,500 lbs. or 
over. It costs from $30 to $40 per head 
to send a horse from Chicago, Toronto 
or Buffalo, to the market mM Europe 
and another $10 or so to put him in 
shape there for sale, as it takes some 
time for the horse to recover from the 
effects of the sea yoyage. 

The charge for a cheap horse is just 
as great as for a first class animal so 
that it pays to buy and export the best 
class. From this it will be readily 
seen how important the Draft Stallion 
is to the export trade in horses. And 
the value of a draft horse increases 
largely with size. Horses weighing 
1,700 lbs. are much more yaluable 
than those weighing 1,500 Ibs. Over 
the former weight a good quality of 
horse flesh is valuable; it has been 
estimated that over 1,700 Ibs. it is 
worth 50c per pound, Good, well made 
draft stallions are more needed. now 
than ever before if we are to keep 
and increase our export trade in 
horses. 





Canada's Paris Exhibits, 


The Canadian Commissioners for the 
Paris exhibition haye decided to re- 
commend that the exhibits be sent by 
regular steamer instead of by one of 
the government vessels as was first 
proposed. The only vessels available 
from the government fleet were the 
Newfield and Stanley. Both are com- 
paratively slow boats, but the greatest 
drawback was the fact that their 
carrying capacity was very small. 
Hence it has been decided to acquire 
space on the steamship line running 
to Antwerp and send the exhibits on 
from Antwerp to Paris by railway. 
A large collection of mineral exhibits 
for Paris has reached Ottawa.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Oyster shells pounded fine or ground 
are good for hens. 
Crowding induces disease and lowers 
the vitality of the fowls. 
Generally the smallér breeds are the 
more industrious foragers. 
A dark comb is an indication of a con- 
gested state of the system. 
Cleanliness and vigilance are two of 
the best preventives of disease. 
| Feed growing chickens well—a little at 
| a time and often. Do not let them stop 
| growing. 

If the hens are too dark let the cock be 
| somewhat lighter, and if the hens are too 
heavy in body use a medium sized cock. 
| The chief object, no matter what breed 
| 1s used, should be vigor and activity. An 
overgrown, excessively fat fowl isa nui-

Major Logan Killed, 


Washington, Nov. 15.—A cable 
despateh received at the War Depart- 
ment announces that Major John A. 
Loan, 38rd Volunteer Infantry, has 
ben killed in a fight in Luzon. He 
Was loading his battalion in action. 
He is a son of the late General John 
A. Logan of Tllinois. 

The following despatch received 
frov: Ge eal Otis, under date of 
Manila, \. S¢rcay, confirms the 
port of the death of Major Logan: 

“Wheaton reports Noy. 12 there 
Wis an engagement near San Jacin- 
to betweer the 88rd Volunteers and 
1,200 entrenched insurgents. Our 
loss: Major Logan by gallantly Jlead- 
ibe the battalion, and six enlisted 
men, Killed. Captain Green and 11 
men Were wounded, mostly slightly. 
The enemy was routed, leaving 81 
dead in the trenches. His loss is 
believed to be 800. Lawton reports 
from San Jose that in the vicinity 
of San Nicholas, north of Taynig, 
Wessels captured 18 carts with the 
insurgent War Department records, 
the printing press complete of the in- 
Surgent newspaper, and a large 

quantity of rice was also captured. 
The cavalry is still actively engaged 
and the infantry is pressing on from 
San Jose and Araga. The roads are 
impracticable for any wheel trabs- 
portation, and the horses are foraged 
on rice and growing rice straw. 
(Signed) Otis.” 

Another Bloody Fight, 


London, Novy. 15.—Special  de- 
Spatches from Manila say that seven 
Americans were killed and fifteen 
Wounded in General Wheaton’s day- 
break attack yesterday morning on 
the town of Salinda, Which was 
stubbornly defended. After a heavy 
fire the Americans charged and 
Stormed the works. Seventy-seven 
dead Filipinos were counted in the 
trenches.

SOME ADVICE WHICH MAY HELP YOU 
TO MASTER THE ART, 









How to Practice W ith and Handle 
Your Wenpon In Order to Become 
an Accurate Shot—The \ arioun Cal- 


fibers and Their Uses. 






















Americans are generally supposed to be 
the best shots in the world with a re 
volver. As a nation they probably are, 
and more Individuals among them are 
doubtless better acquainted w ith the po 
sibilities of the weapon Chan among othe 
But it remains truc, nevertheless, 


0 


races, 
that the ordinary man who buys a re 
volver knows nothing of the art of shoot 


ing with one. 

The cardinal principle in handling re 
yolvers is never to point the weapon in 
the direction of any one, whether the re 
volver is loaded or unlondednot even 
when it is being cleaned. 

The next thing in order, if you wish to 
become a first class shot with a revolyer, 
is to get a good one, The cheap ones are 
linple to get rusty and out of order, clog 
up, refuse to revolve, fail to explode the 
eartvidge and in various ways prove un- 
certain and unayailable, 

If mere necuracy in target shooting is 
sought for, the heavy framed revolver of 
22 caliber is ensiest to become expert 
with, ‘he recoil is slight, and the ten- 
deney to overshoot is greatly lessened, 
But target shooting with these heavy, 
lone barreled, small caliber weapons is 
mere yaulery practice, It is not of prac- 
tical use and must remain simply as au 
exbibition of indoor skill in a particular 
branch of revolver shooting. Target 
shooting with’ the 44 caliber revolver, 
when practiced in the open and at dis- 
tances up to 50 yards, requires great 
skill. All such shooting is done offhand 
by the experts, ‘These large weapons 
cannot, of course, be carried’ except in a 
belt, A soldier, expert in their use, would 
de doubly effective against an enemy at 
close quarters, for the shooting rules, giv- 
ins comparatively brief space between 
sbots, tend to produce quickness as well 
us accuracy in the marksmen, The men 
who ave skilled in this kind of shooting 
eng phint 44 caliber bullets into a space 
th» size of au man’s body at 40 or 50 
yards in rapid succession with rarely a 
miss. 

Phe long barreled revolvers, 6 inch, 
GY; inch, 7 iuch and 74 inch, give greater 
nesuracy than the short barreled weap- 
ous. Being heavier, they do not “throw 
up” so much and are capable of being 
held steadicr, But the difference between 
shcoting with them and with the short 
pistols is so marked that excellence with 
either is a separate and distinct art, To 
shoot well with a 244 ineh, 3 or 84% inch 
baie! off haud and at ranges from 20 
to 50 yards distance is it yery uncommon 
accomplishment. By shooting well I 
wean shooting quickly und with a fair 
degree of aecuracy for nine shots out of 
ten. ‘There is nothing very diflicult in 
taking one of the short barreled revol- 
vers in both bunds and makiug good 
svoves at targets.” ‘This can be learned 
by practice. 

But the ability to shoot off hiud with 
the short barreled “guns,” holding the 
weapon ip one hind, is a science, It 
is not to be nustered by simply thrust- 
ing ont the revolver, aiming and firing. 
Most revolvers of this kind, and even 
the long barreled ones, are built with a 
rib above the barrel and a high, coarse 
sight above the rib, to make up for the 
ten loncy of the weapon to raise or 
“tbeow up.”' In deliberate target shoot- 
ing by the novice so much time is gen- 
erally taken to get aim that the hand of 
the shooter “wabbles,”’ and his shots go 
wide and high. ‘The first thing to do 
after getting a good reyolyer is to clamp 
‘it in a yise between two pieces of wood 
and find out if it is absolutely accurate, 
If its five or six bullets all go about in 
the same spot when the revolver is fired, 
the “gun” is all right. Next go to a first 
class gunsmith aud have bim reduce the 
trigger “pull.”’ Nearly all revolvers pull 
too hard on the trigger. . : 

A hair trigger balance is of course to 
be avoided, but a moderately easy pull 
is highly desirable for the sake of aceu- 
racy. The next thing to do is to apply 
the principles of “snap shooting’ with 
the shotgun or archery practice to your 
shooting with the revolver, Shoot with 
both eyes open. Don’t try to drive tacks 
with a bullet, but do try to get so that 
your can hit n spot as big as a saucer at 
10, 20, 30 or 40 yards. Practice shoot- 
ing at all angles, up and down, sideways, 
quartering shots, on the water, straight 
up in the trees or directly down bill. 

Tearn your weapon thoroughly. Find 
out just how much it throws up and in- 
stinctively allow for that “raise” as you 
pull the trigger, Don't use a revolver 
thut shoots to either one side or the oth- 
er. Shoot by intuitive judgment, not by 
taking aim, but simply by bulding the re- 
volver firmly and getting the angle with 
both eyes, as a wins shot does with a 
shotgun or a skilled archer does with a 
bow. A man should be nble in this way 
to shoot a squirrel out of a tree or even a 
duck on the water a good, long distance 
away. 

It takes the using up of quite a lot of 
eartridges to attain even tolerable pro- 
ficiency as a revolver slot with the short 
barreled “guns,” but, ouce acquired, it 
is a useful accomplishment. You may 
not happen to have occasion for your 
skill more than once or twice in a life 
time, but when you do need it you are 
apt to need it bad. To be a good all 
around shot with a revolver in a practical 
way is to have a knowledge which neces- 
sarily takes a man into the woods and 
fields and gives lim outdoor tramping 
which will be of lasting benefit to him, 
The greatest care should be taken while 
using the revolver in these wanderings 
not to shoot in the direction of live stock 
or people. The least settled portion of 
the country is the best for practicing in. 
Shooting rapidly with the double action 
or self cocking revolver is not productive 
of accuracy, but quite the reverse, and a 
double acting pistol, even of the best 
make, will sometimes stick and refuse to 
revolve, which might make it awkward 
in some cases. It is better to trust to 
cocking the weapon each time, even if 
you have a double acting arm, and fire 
Oneshot at a time rather than grind out 
oll of the charges in Gatling gun fashion. 
One bullet in the object alimed ht is bet- 
ter than a grist of them over, around or 
onder, 

The carrying of revolvers as n practice 
by men who nre not habitually io peril 
breeds cowardice and crime. Sut as a 
sport, whether at the target in the 
open, It can be made as fnscinating and 
os manly an exercise as rifle shooting, 
ond a nation which bas generally become 
proficient In the use of the revolver ane 
the rifle is one which commands respect.

SILENT CITY SIGHTS. 


QUEER HAPPENINGS THAT TAKE 
PLACE IN CEMETERIES. 





The Woman Who Takes Delight In 
Attending Funerals — People Who 
Pilfer Grave Ornaments—What Be- 
comes of the Floral Desigust : 


Cemeteries are about the last places in 
which comical things might be expected 
to happen, but inquiry among superin- 
tendents of different burying grounds has 
elicited the fact that queer happenings 
are not infrequent in those places. Then 
there are always plenty of queer people 
among the visitors. 

Pirst and foremost is the “professional” 
mourner, This is usually a woman, hut 
occasionally a man fills this role. One of 
the best known of this species has come 
to be regarded as a “professional” by the 
employees of one of the cemeteries be- 
cause of her regular attendance at all 
funerals. This particular woman always 
has a subdued, grief stricken air. She 
dresses in mourning and usually rides in 
one of the carriages with the friends of 
the deceased. Occasionally she fails to 
insinuate herself among the “frierids and 
relatives” and bas to avail herself of the 
nearest electric car in order to indulge in 
her favorite pastime. The employees of 
the place say that she could not possibly 
be on friendly terms or related even most 
remotely to all of the people whose fu- 
nerals she attends, so they have come to 
regard her simply as a person who is 
addicted to this form of dissipation. 

Another class of people who take their 
pleasures seriously use the cemeteries as 
a kind of picnic ground, with the merry 
go rounds and other refreshing features 
left out. Not long ago some people went 
to oneof the burying grounds near the 
city, proceeded to a house in the neigh- 
borhood, had some coffee made and car- 
ried it out to their lot, where they ate 
their lunch, 

In one of our cemeteries people have 
been known to carry the floral designs 
from the lots of strangers to their own. 
Some people have even gone to the places 
armed with brushes and pots of paint, 
with which they haye changed the color- 
ing of the metal designs they have 
“swiped” for their own lots, ‘Lhe paint- 
ing of iron chairs and other ironwork 
which ornament the lots to escape-detec- 
tion when the articles have been removed 
without the cousent of the ‘owners is 
quite common. 

“What becomes of the floral designs 
that are used gt funerals?” might be used 
to ring a change on the familiar “What 
becomes of the pins?’ After some fu- 
nerals from 10 to 20 designs are left up- 
on the graves, Not long ago, after the 
funeral of a little child ubout 6 years old, 
16 designs were left on the grave. In a 
day or two the flowers wither, and noth- 
ing remains but the glaring tinfoil cover- 
ed frame, 

In cemeteries in which there are from 
40 to 50 funerals every week the number 
of these desigus which are removed every 
month by the employees of the cemetery 
amounts up into the hundreds, Every 
once in awhile a florist calls at one of the 
cemeteries and buys up a lot of gates 
ajar, harps, lyves, yacant chairs, pillows 
and auything else that may come along. 
The designs ave usually lumped together 
and sold jn one lot at from 8 to 4 cents 
apiece, ‘he cost of the same designs 
when new would have been from 10 to 75 
cents each, 

Sometimes, besides finding bimself the 
possessor of the conventional design, the 
florist may tind something unusual in his 
collection, For instance, in the case of 
the death of a railroad engineer the 
friends of the decensed have frequently 
honored his memory by sending a floral 
design representing a locomotive and a 
cab, Some tine ago the friends of a de- 
ceased “arab” sent as thelr tribute of at- 
fection a horse and wagon made of flow- 
ers, With various colored flowers in the 
inside of the wagon to represent the 
vyeuetables sold by the deceased, 

The gravedixyors in the different bury- 
fog grounds biive thelr own philosophy of 
life, One of them, who has been in the 
business nearly 25 yeors and who takes 
an oxceedingly cheortul view of life not- 

withstanding his ocetipation, sald yeater 
day that when he first went Into it he felt 
“kind of shaky,’ but that now he would 
as soon dig & grave as do anything else 
“I’ve seen some mighty queer things in 
my timo,"”’ he sald, “I've seen people 
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mourners, | meab—caten sight of a name 
on the card tied on to some flower piece, 
and then they've gone straight to work to 
tear up the whole thing. I'll tell you an- 
other thing I’ve noticed. When a woman 
comes along and makes a big fuss at her 
husband's funeral and says, “Throw me 
in, too; I can’t live without him!’ I know 
that in a few weeks’ time I'll see her out 
here leaning on some young fellow’s arm. 
It’s never failed. It’s happened every 
time. But the people—-women and men, 
too—who don’t take on a lot, but\just 
keep still and sometimes don’t even shed 
a tear, that’s the kind that grieves. You 
don't see that kind marrying again so 
goon.” 

People who walk out of the cemetery 
gates with flowers in their hands are 
usually suspected by the superintendents 
of haying taken what they had no right 
to take. Lot holders, who have a perfect 
yight to take anything from their own 
lots, in order to avoid suspicion of having 
taken what was not theirs, will frequent- 
ly borrow the methods of the guilty. 
Sometimes they will do as the guilty do, 





walk out of the gate with particularly 
virtuous expressions upon their faces. 

Some time ago a lot holderiin one of 
the cemeteries paid a visit to his Jot, 
where there were a number of particular- 
ly fine roses in bloom. 
from one of the bushes and, not caring to 
curry it In his hands down to the gate, 
put it In his hat and put the hat on big 
head. Then he started for the gate. On 
the way down he passed a lot in which 
tin interment was being made. He had 
a iittle curiosity, and it made him step 
wyound. the lot until he faced the minister 
who was conducting the services. When 
le had secured a good place, he respect- 
fully raised bis bat ond displayed the 
beautiful rose resting right in the middle 
of his buld pate. He had forgotten about 
the rose by this time and was totally un- 
conacious of Lis appearance. but it nearly 
broke up the funeral.

From this point of vantage 
he opened negotiations with Mose. » In 
the course of a week, as the anger of 
Mose subsided and his eyes began to lose 
lose their dark rims, the humor of the 
situation began to dawn upon him, and 
at last he consented to an armistice 
which enabled Bob to return to town,

ROBBING THE ABORIGINES. 


How the Indian Women Go Shopping 
In the Territories, 


If you watch Indian women shopping 
you will see feminine eagerness, caprice 
and love for fine and pretty things. They 
cannot shop as other women do, poor 
things, for, instead of flitting gayly to any 
shop that pleases, they are in most cases 
obliged to patronize one, and that is rare- 
ly the best. The reason for this goes deep 
into governmental appointments and In- 
dian agents, and the question is too deli- 
cate and reformatory to discuss, Women 
of the Sarah Barton class cannot speak of 
it with patience. 

When the wowan of the reservation 
govs shopping, she does so only at such 
times as the government gives its wards 
their allowance, The Indian trades on 
credit, the agent pays the store and not 
the Indian, and the storekeeper sees that 
the bill of goods bought shall equal the 
amount of pension money due his custon- 
or, even though ‘he is reduced to selling 
half a yard of velveteen for $2 and com- 
mon gilt tape at $1 a yard, 

And yet the women find shopping Infi- 
nitely amusing. In some of the larger 
towns shops reach a cheap imitation of 
the departwwent store, and the Indian 
women tike varied and feminine delight 
in sauntering from one counter to nnoth- 
er, feeling of dress goods and gazing at 
unattainable ribbons and passementerics 
The shop's Interpreter goes with them, 
like a courier, and lightly directs their 
somewhat doubtful faucy to unsalable 


goods. They are timid and gay as chil- 
dvep and most unlovely to look upon, for 
there is an unhappy incongruity about 
tenement house garb and Minnehaha 
plysiognomy. 


They ure very shy and show none of 
the dignified indifference of the men, 
which is like that of a lion in captivity. 
In the shop they cling to the interpreter 
with a faith that would appeal to any 
ordinary conscience, but the Indian and 
his money are considered fair game in the 
territories. After the shop is left the 


women follow closely on the heels of 
thelr lords until bundled juto the big box 
wagon to drive home, I have never seen 


one alone on the streets of a town, so 
great Is their timidity in the face of that 
elvilisution toward which they are ineck 


tably udyaneing,

Rolling Mills Proper. 
Tho main building, known as the rolling 
mills proper, atands on the southern part 
of what was commonly known as the crick- 


| ot field. It is an immense structure and, as

At the meeting the Mayor announced 
that Mr. Mitchell had returned from Mont- 
treal, having entered into an agreement 
with the Abbotts for the amalgamation of | 
the Thames Iron Works and the Metropol- | 
itan Rolling Mills. He had, he eaid, rea- 
son to feel confident of the good faith of 
bo'h Mr. Mitchell and the Abbotts. He 
read a letter from Mr. Mitchell stating that 
as soon as the by-law and agreement hid 
been passed the combined plants would be 
moved to Belleville and would be erected 
and equipped concurrently. These works 
would include a merchant bar iron mill, a 
sheet mill, a nail factory, and a spike and 
horse shoo factory, and they would employ 
from 100 to 150 men.

In this connection it may be stated that 
in this engine room will be placed two 
dynamos for the purpose of supplying the 
necessary light for the various buildings 
and grounds. One of the machines will 
furnish power for 10 powerful are lixhts, 
four of which will be used outside and six 
inside. The other dynamo will furnish 150 
incandescent lights distributed in the vari- 
ous buildings. 

The Office. 


This building, the erection of which was 


only commenced yesterday, will Le impcs- 
ing in its character and finished up with the 
latest office improvements. It is situated 
at the west end of the grounds a short 
distance east of Maria st. It will be 
25x40, red pressed brick being used in its 
construction, with white brick for facing. 
The roof will bea mansard one. The in- 
terior will be finished with hard wood, 
polished. On the ground floor will be the 
main office, also the superintendent's cflice. 
Up stairs will be used for the bookkeeper 
and other offices, The furn’shings will be 
in keeping with the buildings. As Mr. 
Mitchell stated, it will be iv every particular 
a first class office and when completed will 
cost about $2500. Immediately in front 
of the Office the track scales are being plac- 
ed in position, the beam of which will be 
in the office. These scales will have a 
capacity for weighing 80 tons. 
Other Buildings. 

Two other buildings are upon the ground, 
both of which sre pretentious and of gocd 
workmanship. To the east of the rolling 
mills building has been erected a structure 
known as the har iron warehouse. It is of 
frame and sheeted, being 85x45 feet. In 
it will be stored the products of the rolling 
mills. 

The other building is a storehouse, situ- 
ated just north of the nail and spike fac- 
tory, being 120xb5 feet. This isalso a 
frame building and sheeted with iron. In 
it will be stored the products of the nail 
and spike factory. hese two buildings 
cost about $5,000. 

The erection of the yarious buildings 
were under the superintendence cf two 
local contractors, who were fortunate 
enough to secure the tenders.

London, Ney, 17.—Gen. Builer cables 
that 100 British were killed at the wreck 
of the ar: ored train in Natal. 

Pretoria, Noy. 9.—The following des- 
patch has been received from the Boer 
camp at Hl ndslaagte under to-day's date : 
Ladysmith has been completely encircled 
by the Boer forces. Our second big gua 
was successfully placed in position on Bul- 
wan hill, in front of Ladysmith, The firing 
of heavy guns commenced early this morn- 
ing, with no casualties to the Boers up to 
the present. 

Botha has heliographed from the south 
of Ladysmith that the British battery 
opened a heavy fite with b’g guns and con- 
tinuously dropped shells into the works 
around Ladysmith. The Pretoria force 
was in atight place, having taken up a 
position commandcd by the big British 
fice, whizh was co hot this the position 
beesme unten ble. The big yun, however, 
saved the situation. 

London, Nov. 17.—Ihe War Office has 
received the following despatch from Gen, 
Buller: Huve received from Ilildya:d, 
Pietermsritzborg, a telogram dated Noy. 15, 
of which the following is the purport: 
“The cflicer commanding the troops at 
I,tcourt reports at midday that an armcr- 
ed train left Estcourt this morning with a 
company of the Dublin Fusiliers and a com- 
pany of the Durban Velunteers. North of 
Freere they encountered a paity of Boers 
and began to withdray. Whi'o returning 
some of the trucks were derailed, 

The Dubiins turned out and advanced 
towards the enemy, while the rest of the 
train appears to have returned without 


them to Estcourt. The officer command- 
ing the troops reports that he was sending 
mounted troops in order co cover their 
withdrawal, but that about 100 are 
missing.

Forfeited His Seat. 


Much Talk About Bad Streets--Another 
Effort to be [ade to Open George 
St.--A Red-Hot Discussion Over 
Electric Light Matters. 


Before the various committees convened 


son, who had not taken his place at the 
table with the other Aldermen, rose from 
his chair and asked if any communication 
had been received from the City Solicitor 
in respect to the wall paper transaction. 
In answer to Ald. Robinson's question 
the City Clerk read a long opinion from 


far as he could gather them, together with 
the statute bearing upon the subject. The 
City Solicitor quoted Sec, 80, chap, 223, 
R. 8. O. 1897, as bearing upon the casy, 
and mentioned, as a precedent, Queen vs. 
Francis, 18 Q. B., 526. After stating that

accepted the trust, and having deputed 
another to look after it for him aud his 
agents, so to speak, employing Mr, Cum- 
mins to do the work for the City, not 
fixing any price for the work and materials 
and informing him that he could get the 
paper at Ald.

After the City Clerk had finished read- 
ing the City Solicitor’s opinion, Ald. 
Robinson rose and handed adocument to 
the Olerk, then walking tothe door he 
said ‘*Good evening, gentlemen,’ put on 
his hat and passed out. 

The document in question was as fol- 
lows : 

To the Mayor and Aldermen of the Corpor- 
ation of the City of Belleville. 

GENTLEMEN,—In pursuance of the fact 
that the City Solicitor has decided that I 
am no longer legally qualified to fill the 
position of Alderman for the Municipality 
of Belleville, on account of goods having 
been purchased at my place of business by 
a contractor, for corporation use, I hereby 
beg to tender the resignation of my seat in 
the Council of the corporation of said City 
of Belleville.

Belleville, Nov. 17, 1899. 

The letter was referred to the Council 
for action on Monday night.

On motion the chairman of the com- 
mittee was authorized to do the best he 
could to remedy the difliculty. 

The Street Surveyor was authorized to 
build two culverts oyer the drain on North 
Yront street. 

Ald. Starling moved that the Council 
rescind the motion passed at last meeting 
re George street and have that street 
opened. The mover spoke in favor of the 
opening up of the street. All that was 
asked from the City was $600, which had 
been appropriated. 

Ald. Panter was in favor of opening up 
the street, but he was not prepared to give 
Mr. Sills $450 for the lot and erect a fence, 
which would cost $80 additional. 

The Mayor said the people owning the

“That John Hdward Vareoe came to 
his death by reason of wounds produced 
by the bullets from reyolvers fired ut 
and upon the body of the suid John Ed- 
ward Varcoe by one Harry Williams 
and one Joseph McIntosh, atlas Curtis, 
and that the said Harry Williams and 
Joseph Melntosh, on the th day of 
November, did felonlously, wilfully and 
with malice aforethought kill and mur-. 
der the suid Varcov.” 

The jury in a rider praised BP. C. 
Dickson (199) for his good judgment, 
bravery, alertness in the emergency 
and recommended that he receive all 
the rewards within the power of the 
regwations of the force.

“Botha has hellographed from the south 
of Ladysmith that the British batteries 
opened a henayy fire with big guns and con- 
tinuously dropped shells into tte works 
around Ladysmith. The Pretoria force was 
in a tight place, haying taken up a posvon 
communded by the British fire, which was 
so hot that the position Decame untenable. 
‘The big gun, however, saved the situation."’ 

Boers Are Wnthusiastic,

zo Marquez says: A Pretoria newspaper 
announced last Wednesday that 4000 burg- 
hers had left General Joubert’s force around 
Ladysmith to Jom Commandant Botha‘s 
force near Estcourt, with a view of assist- 
Jug to intercept the British adyance to the 
rellef of Ladysmith.

the excessive price paid for both gas and 
electric light, will at once be apparent to 
anyone who contrasts the cost here with 
that charged in other similarly situated 
localities. An attempt was made in the

It was argued then 
that supply and demand would regulato 
cost—but our experience shows that it 
will not always do so where we must have 
lighc and where the supply is controlled by 
one, or by two who combine by lease or 
othorwise.

AN INSURGENT REVIVAL. 





A Brush Noar Imus—Filipinos Fired and 
Skipped Out. 


Manila, Nov. 21.—There has been 
a revival of insurgent activity south 
of Manila, particularly in Cavite 
Province. . At Imus yesterday tho 
Filipinos fired a smooth bore cannon, 
but this was soon silenced by the 
American artillery. In the course of 
the morning Major Cowles, with a 
battalion of the 4th Infantry and 
two guns, scattered the enemy from 
the districts around Imus and in 
the direction of Perez das Marinas. 
The Americans could not pursue the 
retreating insurgents, because their 
ammunition was exhausted. The Fili- 
pinos Were under the command of 
General Mariano” ‘’rias. Spies report 
that the insurgents are coming into 
Cavite Province from Calamba, in 
Laguna Province, and the other 
southerly provinces. The insurgents 
have smooth bores and two modern 
cannon, Firing was in progress dur- 
ing the afternoon, and it is reported 
that there are more insurgents in 
the vicinity of Imus than ever  be- 
fore. 


SEVEN AMERICANS WOUNDED. 





A Force Sent Out From Imus and Bacoor 
Met With a Roverse. 


Manila, Nov. 21.—Two columns, 
one from Imus, and the other from 
Bacoor, converged on the Seapote 
hridge, where they found a desert- 
ed Filipino camp. 

Two troops of the 4th Cavalry, 
lour companies of the 4th Infantry 
and two guns of Capt. Riley’s bat- 
tery proceeded to Annaboo, south of 
Imus, and came upon the enemy cn- 
trenched at that point. They scat- 
tered the Filipinos, bue, as the lat- 
ter Were subsequently reinforced, the 
Americans returned to Imus under 
fire, seven of our men being wound- 
ed. Our scouts found 15 dead  in- 
surgents at Annaboo, 

Madrid, Noy. 21.—An official des- 
patch from Manila says that 800 
Spanish prisoners. have been sent to 
the Province of Panay, and that 
the Americans have consented that 
a vessel with food and clothing 
shall be sent to get them.

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Answered by Charles H. Moon, 
a Crimean Veteran. 


Found Dead in His Residence Late Yes- 

terday Afternoon — Epilepsy Was 
the Cause — No Inquest Deemed 
| Necessary. 





For some time past Mr. Charles Henry 
Moon has lived alone in a house situated 
in the 2nd concession of the Township of 
Thurlow, a short distance northeast of the 
G.T.R. station. Yesterday afternoon about 
4 o'clock his lifeless remains were found in 
the house by friends who knew him well. 
He had apparently been suddenly sum- 
‘moned when preparing to retire. From 
Mr. Wm. Doctor the following story was 
obtained as to the case : 

The deceased was a friend of Mr. Doctor 
and daily visited his place. On Saturday 
last he was there apparently in his usual 
health, On Sunday and Monday his familiar 
form was absent, and as he did not put in 
au appearance yesterday Mr, Doctor be- 


came uneasy anc thought thatg something 
had happened to him. At about 3 o'clock 
yesterday Mr. Doctor walked over to 
Moon's residence and rapping upon the 
door was not answered. He then peered 
into a window and saw the unfortunate 
man lying across the foot of a bed partially 
undressed. Mr. Doctor thought he was 
asleep. He however called upon a G.T.R. 
employee near by to come to the place and 


both, after looking carefully, came to the | 


conclusion that something was wrong. 
They did not make an attempt to break in- 
tothe premises, but sent wordto Dr. 
Yeomans, a coroner. whoin a short time 
was upon the scene. They broke open the 
door and discovered that Moon was dead, 
and the physician was of the opinion that 
he had been dead about 48 hours, He 
gave as a cause epilepsy, and did not thiok 
an inquest was necessary. The remains 
were shortly after taken care of by under- 
taker Tickell and prepared for burial. 
The deceased was well-known about the 
City. He wasan Erglishman about 62 
yars of age, having been born in Sussex, 
| Eog. He was a Crimean veteran, haying 
| leon a Sergt. in Her Majesty’s 620d Light 
| Infantry. He was possessed of the Crinuan 
aud Turkish medals, and also had ‘the 
For 36 years he had been 
a 1esident of this vicinity. Mrs. Moon has 
been dead a number of years, but heleaves 
a family of 6 daughters. His son, it will 
be remembered was killed a few montls 
ago ina G. T. R. accident. The daughters 
are: Mrs. J. H. Snider, Mrs. T. F. 
Houston, and Miss Bertha, of Toronto; 
Mrs. W. Patterson, of Montreal ; Mrs. 
J. Cousins, of Portsmouth, W. V., and 
Mrs. H. Lavoie, of this City. 
The remains haye been taken to his 
daughter's residence on Charles street, 
from whence the funeral will take place. 
At the funeral to-morrow the Veterans 
will attend and from their numbers will be 
selected the bearers.

Away at Paterson, N. Je — Wil 
Havo No Successor, 


Paterson, N.J. , Nov. 22-—-Vice-Pre 
sident Garrett A. Hotart cied at 
8.30 a.m. yesterday. 

The Vice-President had been fail 
ing since late the previous after- 
noon, although the reports give. out 
at the house were that he was hold: 





ing his own. At midnight he be 
came unconscious and at 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning he had an at 


tack of angina pectoris, from which 
he never rallied. His death followee 
at 8.80 o'clock, Mrs. Hobart, Dr 
Newton and Mrs. Newton, who is a 
cousin of Mrs. Hobart, and the nursé¢ 
Were at the patient’s bedside con- 
stantly from the time he  becank 
unconscious, 

At 7.80 o'clock the Vice-President’s 
private secretary, Mr. BPyans, called 
up the White House by telephone 
and notified President McKinley 
that Mr. Hobart was dying. At % 
o'clock Mr, Evans communicitec 
again with the President, notify- 
ing him of the Vice-Presiltent’s Cexth 

A Successful Man, 

Garrett A. Hobart was eminently 
succe:sful, both in lusi ess ard in 
politics. His reputation as a mar 
of affairs and as on> of the shrewd- 
est men in the country was,  per- 
haps, greater than his reputation as 
a political leader and statesman un 
til his election to the \Vie-Presiden- 
cy three years ago. Mr. Hooart was 


born in 1844, at Long Branch,N.J. 
His ancestors on his father’s side 


Were English, and on his mother’s 
side Dutch. Thirty-three years aga 
he was graduated from Rutger’s Col- 
lego and began teaching school 
Thres months later he entered upon 
the study of law. In 169 he was 
admitted to the har, and the same 
year he miurried the daugh‘or ol 
Mr. Tuttle. Mr. Hobart made his 
Way rapidly at the bar of his na- 
tive state, and h’s bent led him 
early into politics. Through his bu- 
siness connetticns and his law prac 
tice he built up a large fortune.

* WAYS OF FEIGNING DEATH. 


A Well Known Actress Describes the 
. Death Scene, ; 
There is something fascinating in a 
well simulated death scene. The actress 
must know how to die gracefully, and it 
may be added that the feat is by no 

ineanus easy, says The Dramatic News. 

Viola Allen his been called upon to fre- 
quently make her demise in various 
plays, and her death scenes have always 
proveked much comment on account of 
their intense reality, 

“I have endured many deaths,” said 
Miss Allen recently. “How have I died? 
Well, in nnmerous ways. One I remem- 
ber in ‘Virginius,’ | was stabbed and fell 
backward to the ground. The blow made 
me gasp, then gradually my limbs became 
rigid, and I fell just at the moment that 
(he spark of life is supposed to leave the 
body. I used to remain motionless, with 
eyes und mouth open. My authority for 
such netion and subsequent pose is the 
strongest in the world. I was the unfor- 
tunnte witness of just such a tragedy in 
real life. ‘The only pnio I experienced in 
my scene was the enforced holding of my 
breath, for you can imagine that the 
slightest exhalation would show a move- 
mont of the body, The length of the actu- 
al death seene is about five minutes, 

“When I played in ‘Othello’ with Tom- 
muso Suivini, | was always very nervous 
during the smothering seene, because be 
used to get so excited. [used to turn my 
face sideways and hold a small space 
open under the farther side of the pillow 
so that I could breathe, but even that 
breathing hole would frequently get 
closed up under the foreeful energy of 
Salyini. ‘Then, when he found that he 
had killed Desdemona without cause, in 
his remorse he would throw himself heay- 
ily npon the body. I used to wait for this 
piece of business with fear and trem- 
bling. Salyini’s fall was awfully realis- 
tic! . 

“As Julict I have died many times, 
You know Romeo drinks the poison and 
subsequently throws the vial away as I 
approach him; then, seeing him die, I 
stab myself und fall over him. In one 
city a property man, thinking poison 
should be vepresented by a black fluid, 
filled the vial with ink. As Romeo mere- 
ly made a slight motion of drinking he 
did not notice the fluid. But when he 
threw the bottle from him it struck some- 
where near me, and the ink flew all over 
my face and lovely white gown. On that 
occasion, you may be sure, I ended my 
life with the least possible delay. 

“In ‘La Carboinniere’ I had a slow 
death by poison and took special care to 
find out the right poison that should be 
mentioned in the piece as the one which 
would cause a slow numbing of the 
senses. 

“Ag Jess in ‘Hoodman Blind,’” con- 
cludes Miss Allen, “I died of starvation 
and lay on my side well down the stage. 
This was often an awkward situation on 
account of the different curtains at the 
various theaters. Sometimes, to avoid 
my being struck by the curtain, the hero 
would be obliged to drag my body back, 
and once, though a man put out his hand 
to keep the roller away from me, the 
heavy mass actually grazed my nose.”

‘also Indispensable customers to each other, 
ond we have a common interest In the Hast 
the interest of the open door. Here and 
there one still hears a discordant voice de- 
claring that the United States cannot do 
what it committed itself to do in the treaty 
of PVaris--maintain the policy of open door 
in its Eastern possessions. But this Is a 
notion based upon confusion as to the dif- 
ferent uses of the term of the United States 
in the constitution. No use of It justifies 
the contention that territory or other pro- 
perty {gy necessarily av Integral part of 
the United States; and the unbroken line 
of decision by the highest courts for over 
half a century sustains the absolute right 
of our country to acquire such territory 
anywhere and govern it as we please, 

Pledged the Open Door. 


Philippinss to Spain, by a document which 
is now the supreme law of the land, as well 
as the constitution, and what we give to 
Spain we shall not refuse to the most fay- 
ored nations, The Philippines then are, 
through our possession, added to the com- 
mercial map of the world, and I venture to 
think that in the century that Is dawnlug 
they will fill a large space upon It, 

Some Pointed Questions, 

“Does anyone in this company of great 
merchants ask what good our trade with 
them will be to us, if they are open to cy- 
erybody? Let me answer by asking what 
good our trade with Great Britain ts to us. 
It ds open to everybody. Or our trade with 
France or with Germany. Does anyone 
belleve that, with the political control and 
with the Pacific Ocean tu our hands, we 
must still be such feeble competitors in 
Fastern markets that we cannot command 
trade? I have not thus rated the enter- 
prise or the ability of my countrymen, 

Welcome to All the World. 

“So we welcome to the East all the world, 
and are sure that those we shal! oftenest 
meet there will be our English and our 
German friends. Together we shall enter 
the vast, awaking unknown, where dwell 
one-fourth the people of the world, aud to- 
gether In peaceful rivalry We must bear 
our respective shares of the white muaun’s 
burden in the dark places of the earth,

‘That is to say, three bodies 
of British troops, having no effective com- 
munication with each other, are faced, if 
not aurreunded, by Boer commandos. This 
is a state of affairs out of which an isaue 
must shortly be forced, unless the old difti- 
culties about transport hampering our Gen- 
erals arise.

THE PORT OF BOTTLES. 


A Pecullarity of a Dead Spot In the 
Caribbean Sea, 

“There is a dead spot in the Caribbean 
sea,’’ snid the first officer of a Brazilian 
ship, “that ought to be called the port of 
bottles. It lies very nearly midway be- 
tween Cartagena, in Colombia, and 
Kingston, Jamaica, and at a guess I 
should say it was due east of Cape Gra- 
cios a Dios, It Is out of the steamer 
tracks, and the action of the great cur- 
rents going. one way and another has left 
a space of stagnant water without any 
real movement at all. Anything that gets 
into the dead spot is apt to stay there un- 
less driven out by some big storm and 
will simply drift round and round, gath- 
ering sea grass and barnacles. 

“The last time I saw the place was in 
1895, when I was on board a tramp from 
Rio that had changed its course a little 
to take up some rubber at a Central 
Americgn port... While-we were passing 
through we noticed a floating spar, and 
among a lot of rubbish attached to it was 
a peculiar looking round object, bright 
red in color. We put off a boat to inves- 
tigate, and it proved to be a patent buoy 
which had been set adrift from a Ilorida 
lighthouse station in 1898 and was part 
of a systematic attempt to ascertain the 
speed and direction uf currents. Inside 
Was an official memorandum, which was 
afterward returned to the nayy depart- 
ment with data of when and where 
found. But what is a good deal more In- 
teresting is the fact that while we were 
securing the buoy we discovered three 
bottles sticking in the drift, all covered 
with weeds and slime, One was empty, 
and the other two had papers inside, The 
first was a memoranda that the bottle 
had been dropped from a yacht off the 
Grand Cayman, in, I think, the year 
1892, and the other inclosure showed 
that it came from a ship bound for Mon- 
tevideo, on what date I forget. In each 
ease it was evidently the whim of somo 
idle passenger, but it was a little odd 
that we should find the whole collection 


togethor,

no end of bottles could be culled from the 


place. Hundreds are dropped overboard 
every year, but very few escape belng 
knocked to pleces unless they happen to 
find thelr way to some such a atill place

Ald Doyle announced for what purpose 
the meeting had been culled. The people 
of the City, he said, were greatly interest- 
ed, aud wanted the matter to receive a 
i full and impartial consideration. 


/ Ald. Hanley said the main question be- 
ore the meeting was how to obtain the 
best light possible for the citizens. The 
cost of the operations of the Company to 
date must be great, and it would not, in 
his opinion, be fair to take advantage of 
them on @ technicality.

Admiral Harris reported sericus losses 
in officers of the naval brigade and the 
British casualties must have been sadly 
heavy. The Lancers dashed in pursuit of 
the Boers after the infantry had forced 
them out of their position, just as the 
hussars did at Dundee and fell into a trap 
set by the Buers. ‘ 

Cape Town, Nov. 27 (Afternoon). —It is 
reported that Gen. Metheun has captured 
Honey Nest Kloof, 10 miles north of Gras 
Pan and two million rounds of ammuni- 
tion.

Aa accident occurred at an early hour on 
Sunday morning on the lina of the Grand 
Trunk Railway at Trenton, and as a result 
terminated fatally.

Growers of stone fruits can count 
upon a new source of revenue. The 
pits of peaches, apricots, nectarines 
plums and prunes, heretofore thrown 
away or used as fuel, have a market 
value. Especially is this true of 
peach and apricot pits. This year 
there is a strong demand for them at 
from eight to ten dollas a ton, de- 
livered in San Francisco, The kernel 
is the product sought. From the ap- 
ricot Pernel that delicious French 
“‘nut candy’’ is made, displacing the 
almond. Cinnamon, allspice and nut- 
meg are edulterated with this same 
pit, ground and highly Prepared for 
the purpose. Prussic acid and essence 
and oil of almonds are made from the 
peach and prune pits, and these flayors 
are used in a thousand different ways, 
The pits are cracked in San Francisco 
and the kernels are then sent east.

KHALIFA_WAS KILLED. 


Father Details of the Attuck of the Brit- 
ish on the Dervish Forces—The 
Dervishes Routed, 


Cairo, Noy, 25.—Lord Cromer, the Bri- 
tish M{nister here, has received the follow- 
lug despatch from Genera) Kitchener: 

*Wingate's force came up with the Kha- 
lift’s force seven miles southeast of Godld 
and attacked it, After a sharp fight we 
took his Roalsion. The Khalifa, who was 
Surrounded by a bodyguard of emirs, was 
killed, and all the principal emire were 
killed or captured except Osman Digna, 
who escaped.’’ 

The Deryishes were utterly defeated, 
thelr whole camp was taken and thousands 
surrendered, A large number of women, 
children and cattle also fell into the bands 
Of the Anglo-Egyptian force. 

Is He the Great Khalifat 

If the Khalifa referred to as haying been 
killed in battle fs Abdullah El Talebli, the 
€reat chieftain of the Soudan, who has 

lven the British so much trouble, it may 

sald that the power of the Dervishes :s 
robably crushed. He was one of three 
halifas who in 1882 helped the famous 
Mahdi to overthrow the Goyernment of 
Egypt in the Eastern Soudan and establish 
the despotism of the Mahdi In its place, 
Osman Digna a Good Fighter, 





At the battle of Omdurman, Sept. 2, . 


1808, Gen, Kitchener utterly defeated the 
forces of the Khalifa with tremendous 
sinughter, but the Khalifa, with bis harem 
and Osman Digna, the most famous of the 
Soudanese generals, escaped, and have 
since been fugitives. There may be some 
further trouble for the British in the Sou- 
dan, owlng to the fact that Osman Digna 
has escaped. He is a man of undoubted 
courage and remarkable military skill. 
Soudan is Now Open. 

General Kitchener also wires: ‘‘Win- 
gate’s Arab scouts located the Khalifa’s 
positi.n at Omdebrikas. Our force march- 
ed from Gedll In the moonlight, and fre- 
quently had to cut its way through the 
bush. It arrived before dawn, and, at 
5.15, the Dervishes attacked. Our runs 
opened fire, and soon the action became 
general, Half on hour Inter the whole line 
advanced and swept through the Deryish 
position for over two miles, till the camp 
Was reached. The mounted troops pur 
sued and captured most of the fugitives. 

Made a Gallant Stand, 

“The Khalifa, with most of his men and 
the Emir's bodyguard,made a gallant stand. 
Among the Emirs killed were the Khalifa’s 
two biothers and the Mahdl's son. Osman 
Digna left immediately after the firing te- 
gan, and Is probably concealed somewhere 
In the vicinity. I hope, eventuaily to get 
him. We took the entire Dervish camp. 
All the Deryishes not killed surrendered. 
I cannot speak too highly of the excellent 
behavior of the troops and their endurance 
during the long, tedious marches preceding 
the final action, From four o'clock In the 
morning of Noy. 21 till five o'clock In the 
morning of Noy. 24, they marched sixty 
miles and fought two decisive actions. ¥ 

‘The Soudan may now be declared open. 

Wingate's Forces. 

A letter from an officer at Omdurman 
gays Wingate’s force, which recently de- 
feated the Dervishes near the Nile, south 
of Khartoum, consisted of five squadrons 
of cavalry, two Infantry brigades, two How- 
{tzers, ten maxim guns and 1000 camels, 
Tho letter adds: ‘We shall have to attack 
the Khalifa this winter. There Is no prob- 
ability of his attacking Omdurman. But, 
he will do his utmost to create risings and 
will attempt a rald along the west bank of 
the White Nile. He is known to have 
8500 riflemen, 7000 spearmen And more 
cavalry, These are reported to be full of 
fanatical zeal. We shall probably find our 
chief losses due to fever, scarcity of wat- 
er ond the cattle fy, But J assure you 
that when we begin the Khalifa will be 
vigorously pursued to prevent his doing 
any more harm among the scattered Der- 
yishes tn South Darfur,’' 

Sir Fravois Captured 9,000. 

Calro, Noy. 26.—Sir Francis Wingate, in 
the battle with the Khalifa's force, near 
Godld, captured 9000 men, women and chil- 
dren. Osman Digna, the priacipel general 
of the Khalifa, ia still at large. 

Germans Are Glad,

MILLEK STILL AT LARGE, 





The Big 10 Per Cent, Boomer Escapes 
the Police. 


New York, Noy. 26.—William FF, Miller 
and his secretary and chief boomer, Cectl 
Lesile, of the Franklin Syndieate, the 10 
per cent, a week concern of 144 Floyd- 
street, Brooklyn, have not yet been arrest- 
ed. The extensive operations of the syn- 
dicate and the exhaustless credulity of the 
American people are shown by the number 
of dividend drafts which are held by the 
different city banks.

FISH THAT UTTER SOUNDS. 


Lungfish and Dramfish Bark, and the 
Dogfish Is Quite Noisy. 


It is freely admitted that fish that ut- 
ter sounds are not rare to a remarkable 
extent, but to translate these sounds into 
the English or any other language and be 
able to appreciate the feelings of the den- 
izens of the deep at various thrilling 
stages of thelr uncertain careers is be- 
yond the ken of ordinary mortals. We 
are told that a fisherman out at sea land- 
ed a strange fish in his boat and that the 
finny captive immediately opened its 
mouth and began to grunt and groan so 
loudly as to attract attention. 
erman took it up and was so cobpyinced 
that it was talking and begging for liber- 
ty that he tossed it back into the brine. 

More musical than the noise made by 
any fish is said to be that of the eel, 
while the loudest sound uttered by a fish 
is that of the dogfish. Both the lungfish 
and the drumfish utter singular barking 
sounds of peculiar resonance, and whales 
have been known to cry out as if for help 
when they have been stranded. Of the 
salmon and the trout little has been 
learned so far as fish talk on their part is 
concerned, but this may be due in a 
measure to the fact that the man with 
the rod has never felt inclined to deyote 
his ear to patient listening of a well 
stocked stream. If these favorite fish 
could talk, what tales they might unfold, 
what reputations they might blast. 

Perhaps it is best for us all that the 
trout Is not gifted with eloquence like the 
eel and gizzard shad. Perhaps, too, It 
were better for us to continue on merely 
a glancing acquaintance, a gastronomical 
acquaintance. If fishes talk, they might 
even betray us to ourselves and take 
away from us the joy of our own decep- 
tions. Nevertheless, it Is a question for 
debate whether the noises produced by 
certain fish can be considered os a lan- 
guage or a8 expressions of the emotions 
fraught with meaning, Without a doubt

A BROOM CORN SEED. 





Franklin Should Be the Patron Saint 
of Housewives. 

Every housewife is supposed to know 
how to handle a broom, but it is safe to 
say that not one in ten has any clear idea 
of what her sweeping utensil is made of 
or how it is ade or where the material 
came from. Brooms are made from the 
heads or brushes of the broom corn, a 
first cousin of our common field corn. 
And in this connection is told a very 
plensant little falry story concerning 
Benjamin Franklin. “Poor Richard,” by 
the way, seems to buve been about the 
bizgest jack of all trades that ever helped 
the United States to become the richest 
and most powerful uation of the world. 
If this story is true, he is the patron 
saint of the housewife and the broom- 
maker, as well as a kiteflier, lightning 
catcher, printer, publisher, editor, author, 
philosopher, statesman and other things 
“too numerous to mention.” 

Now, broom corn first grew in India, 
T'rom there it was carried to Burope. 
Vhe story goes that Dr, Franklin was ex- 
nmining a whisk broom that had been 
brought over from England in the days 
before we had any broom corp of our 
own. He found a single seed on the 
broom, picked it off. planted it and ratsed 
a stalk of corn gom which is descended, 
vo to speak, all the broom corn of the 
United States. 

Ilowever this may be, broom corn 
grows much like its first cousin, our 
waize, which ovigiuated here. The head 
is larger, however, and the seeds grow on 
the bead instead of in ears. The heads 
are cut off, lenving about six inches of 
stalk, and the sceds are scraped off by a 
machine which does a clean job and does 
not injure the broom. ‘The seeds are yal- 
table in a way. They are fed to horses 
and poultry and ground into meal for cat- 
tle. 

In the ma'ing of the broom the corn is 
put around a kandle of basswood or soft 
maple turned in a lathe. Each layer is 
wound tight with twine or wire until the 
desired size is attained. The broom is 
then pressed out flat and sewed to keep it 
in that shape. Whisk brooms are made 
in the same wuy. 





Pleasant Memorles,

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Meeting of the Light Com- 
mittee Last Night. 


The Matter Down to a Business Basis 
--Seven Propositions Drawn Up to 
be Submitted to the Trenton Elec- 


tric Company--Text of the Docu- 
ment, 


A meeting of the Fire, Water and Light 
Oommittee of the City Council was held 
last night in the Committee Room, for the 
purpose of considering the question of 
light. Asa result of the Committee's de- 
liberations, ssven propositions were adopt- 
ed and submitted tothe Trenton Hlectric 
and Water Company for their considera. 
tion. Nothing further can be done in the 
matter until the Company have considered 
these propositions and reported thereon. 

Those present at the meeting were ; 
Mayor Johnson, Aldermen Jones, Panter, 
Hanley, Doyle, ‘Traylor, Bogart and 
LaRoche. 

Ald. Jones, Chairman of the Committce, 
presided, and stated the object of calling 
the Committee together, namely to consid- 
er the question of lighting the City. He 
thought there were four main points to be 
considered, namely, Ist, are our streots 
worth anything or not? 2nd, the right 
price to pay for use of same; 3rd, should 
we accept an offer from the T'repton Elec- 
tric Company? 4th, should we ask for 


tenders and allow any company or person 
to tender. 


The Mayor said all knew his opinion as 
to the worth of our streets. The Tele- 
phone Company have to pay at the rate of 
$1 per year for each subscriber, or about 
$250 yer year. 
Ald. Bogart said all the ratepayers de- 
sired cheaper light. Any company with 
which we negotiate he did not b.licve 

would pay anything for the use of cur 
streets. If wedid charge them fcr the 
use Of thy streets they would charge vs 
_more for light. He did not b:iove in 
charging them for the use of the streets it 
we desired to make a satisfactory franchise, 


Ald. Hanley—Is the Gas Company pre- 
pared to tender for lighting ? 

The Mayor—Not that I am aware of. 

Ald. Hanley thought that we should 
advertise for tenders. If we would give 
our streets free we would no doubt get 
cheaper light,

The Mayor sald that when he 
stated et a. recent weeting 
that wires could be put under 


ground we were told it could not done, 
But he had since learned that in Toronto 
in certain districts these wires were con- 
templa‘ed to be placed underground where 
a contract was to be entered into for a 
period of only five yesrs. Our poles were 
placed in the centres of the trees and they 
have been mutilated. 


Ald. Hanley said the soil here was dif- 
ferent, being so much rock and rcquiring 
much blasting. In ‘l'oronto no blastin 
was required to be done. 


Ald. Bogart—No company would put in 
a plant here and place their wires all under 
ground,although he would like to see them 
so placed. 


Ald. Panter said we should try to make 
a satisfactory arrangement for cheap light- 
ing. 

Ald. Jones said the companies in opera- 
tion in Toronto, Galt, Gananoque, Wood- 
stock, Port Hope, Kingston and other 
cities paid nothing for the use of the 
streets. 


Mayor Johnson—All he wanted was a 
fair amount for the privileges granted to 
the company. We suould fix a maximum 
rato that would be fair. The Telephone 
Company haye voluntarily paic us for the 


, use of the streets although they are not 


compelled todo so. Any company should 
be asked to contribute something to the 
city’s revenue for the use of the streets. 


Ald. LaRoche said the Street Railway 
Company had erected poles and they paid 
nothi..g for the use of the streets. 

Ald. Doyle read a communication from 


_Peterboro which stated that the company 


which supplies light in that town pay 4 
premium for their franchise. Gas is sup- 
plied at the rate of $1 80 per thousand, 

The Mayor thought we should have a 
flat rate so that our citizens would know 
what they had to pay for. 

Ald. Panter said that in Trenton, he was 
informed, they paid $2.50 per light for the 
year. 

The Mayorstated that he had communi- 
cated with Mr. W.S. Miller, of Frankford, 
asked if his Company would be willing to 
make an offer for supplying light.

MOURNING STATIONERY, 


The Black Bordercr and How She 
Does Ucr Work. 

Ninety-nine people in every hundred, 
when they receive funereal looking mis- 
sives with black edges on envelopes ana 
paper that give them cold shivers down 
their spines, take it for granted that the 
bluck edges are put on with a printing 
press. Nine in ten of the retail station- 
ers who sell this paper are of the same 
mind. All are alike mistaken, 

It is because even the printing press 
has its limitations that the black border- 
er is called on to satisfy the demand for 
mourning statéonery, and members of 
this obscure craft—most of them women 
—tind good in the wind that blows ill to 
others, 

The black borderer is unique in earn: 
ing larger wages probably than are paid 
to women in any other trade that re- 
quires only manual dexterity and a true 
eye. She makes frequently as much as 
$35 a week, and the most expert black 
borderers have been paid even $40 a

A Glow of Coal and Gas That Haas Not 
Ceased During a Century. 


A mountain which has been on fire for 
more than 100 years is situated just 
west of Newcastle, Colo. So close is it 
that its shadow enyelops the town at 5 
p. m., and yet the people thereabouts 
think no more of it than of the beautiful 
Grand river which washes the feet of the 
huge pile where the fire has burned so 
long. To the tenderfoot, however, the 
glittering patches of deep red fire, where 
it breaks out on the side of the mountain 
and is exposed to view, there is nothing 
in all the state quite its equal. 

The fire is fed by a big vein of coal 
which the mountain contains, Just how 
the coal became ignited is not known. 
The oldest resident says it was on fire 
when he came, and the Ute Indians, who 
once lived there, say it was burning 
many years before the first white man 
crossed the continental divide. The sup- 
position is that the coal was ignited by a 
forest fire at an early date in the present 
century. It has smoldered and steadily 
burned until this day. At night when the 
moon is dark is the best time to see the 
fire, Then it is that it resembles the re- 
gions of inferno as given us in the word 
painting of Dante. The earth covering 
the coal is loosened by the heat and falls 
away, exposing the sheet of fire. 

The escaping gas probably assists in 
stripping off the rocks and dirt, and 
whereyer the vein of coal approaches the 
surface the fire can be seen. The first 
fire I saw was fully 50 feet square. It 
had a peculiar red tint, while the burning 
gas coming up at the base of the coal 
vein added a bright blue coloring to the 
scene. In many places the stirface of the 
mountain has sunken, showing where the 
fire has burned out its course. 

Efforts have been made to extinguish 
the fire. Some time ago a company which 
owns a large amount of coal land .con- 
structed a ditch from a point several 
miles above the mountain, into which it 
succeeded in turning the water which 
goes to form Elk creek. 

Previously a shaft had been sunk in 
the mountain, and into this shaft the 
water was permitted to flow. The shaft 
was soon filled, but the fire was above 
the level of the water. and the effort was 
a failure. j

ENGLISH TEETHING SYRUP 
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THE TRUTH ABOUT EUGENE ARAM 
AND HIS CRIME. 


The Hero of Bulwer's Novel and 
Hood's Pocm Was a Liar and a 
Thief Who Abandoned Wife cnd 
Children and Knew No Remorse. 


Eugene Aram, the scholar and muir 
derer, who inspired two of the master- 
pieces of Whglish literature—Hood’s 
poem and Bulwer’s noyel—was hanged 
on Aug. 6, 1756. 

The real Eugene Aram was a liar and 
a thief, who, despite his learning, sur- 
rounded himself with low companiona 
and who was tbe author of a plot to kill 
a shoemaker for the sake of a little mon- 
ey. He abandoned his wife and chil- 
dren to shift for themselves for 14 years, 
and on trial for Lis life, instead of show 
ing ‘remorse, he conducted his own de- 
fensa in a most masterly attack on cir 
cumstantial evidence. 

Aram was born in 1704 in Yorkshire. 
By the time he was 14 years old he was 
regarded in the neighborhood as a pyod- 
igy of learning. His fame for piety 
and gentleness as a scholar spread, and 
as a result he was invited to Knares- 
borough to open a school in 1784. here 
a strange development took place .in 
Aram’s character. He formed an asso- 
ciation with a drinking, turbulent crowd 
of men, the opposite of himself. Ateonug 
them Daniel Clark, who kept a little 
cobbler’s shop; Richard Tlouseman, a 
flax dresser; Terry, an aleliouse keeper, 
and Iles, a pawnbroker, were prominent. 
In 1745 Clark married a woman with a 
small fortune of £200. Immediately he 
and his companions devised a scheme 
to rob her and her friends. Clark wa3 
to obtain all the goods he could on 
credit and hand them over to Aram and 
Houseman, who were to deposit them in 
a safe place. Then after securing the 
plunder Clark was to decamp, leaving 
his wife to shift for herself, and the 
property was to be sold and divided be- 
tween the three men. ‘his was the 
scheme in which the noble Hugene Aram 
of Lord Lytton was to and did bear his 
full part. 

Clark went about procuring a wide ya- 
riety of articles on credit. He pretended 
he was about to give a great wedding 
feast and borrowed silver tankards, 
salyers, spoons, etc., from whomever 
would lend them. As fast as the differ- 
ent articles were obtained Clark, accom- 
panied by Aram and Houseman, carried 
them to a place called St. Robert’s cave, 
situated in a field adjoining the Nid, a 
river, near Knaresborough. All the 
plate was hammered down flat and the 
smaller articles got in a shape difficult of 
identification under the supervision of 
Aram. When Clark had “borrowed” 
about everything valuable his acquaint- 
ances had to lend, the plotters decided it 
was time for him to disappear. So in 
the early morning of Feb. 8, 1745, he, 
Aram and Houseman went to the cave 
to divide the spoils before Clark left. 
Aram and Clark had quarreled a good 
deal during the progress of predatory op- 
erations. At the entrance to the cave 
the quarrel was renewed, and Aram, 
who was a man evidently of great 
strength, pushed Clark away and rainedy 
down tremendous blows on his head and 
ecbest. Clark fell and died in a moment. 

Houseman, terrified at the sight and, 
as be said, afraid of meeting the same 
fate, turned and ran away. Aram did 
not show a particle of remorse or fear, 
He gathered up the booty and carried 
it to his house, where he buried part of 
{t in the garden. He buried Clark's 
body and heaped stones over the grave. 
In the afternoon he went for Houseman 
and threatened him if he disclosed the 
murder and made him believe be was 
equally guilty in law. Aram’s wife 
heard the two men whispering over the 
deed. She told Houseman she belieyed 
her husband had made way with Clark, 
Houseman told the gentle Aram, where- 
upon he said they could admit the wo- 
man into the room and shoot her. Mrs. 
Aram, greatly terrified, asked no more 
questions. 

Clark's disappearance was not noticed 
for a day or two. ‘Then the people from 
whom he bad “borrowed” jewelry and 
plate began to make inquiries. Suspi- 
cion was directed at Aram in some way. 
The village authorities searched his 
house and found a bundle containing 
pais and clothing stained with blood, 

Yotwithstanding this evidence of Avam’s 
complicity in an intended robbery, no ne- 
tion seems to bave Leen taken by the au- 
thorities, nor was it suspected that Clark 
had been murdered. The neighbors be- 
gan to jeer at the learned schoolmaster, 
however, and Aram suddenly left his 
wife and children and walked to London. 

lor 14 years his family heard nothing 
of him, He spent the greater part of 
the time wandering about from place to 
place, at last finding a situation as usher 
in n school at Lynn, In June, 1758, a 
horse dealer who had known him In 
Knaresborough met him in the Lynn 
market. Aram denied his identity. By 
a singular coincidence, almost the day 
the horse dealer accosted the now gray 
haired schoolteacher, a skeleton was 
found by some workmen digging a pit 
in Thistle hill, ia Knaresborough.

the gravity of his position, muttered that 
Clark's body would be found in St. Rob 
ert’s cave. The crowd made a rush for 


that place, and soon a skeleton was ex- 
humed

When Mr. Fielding rose to reply he re- 
ceived nw great ovation, the cheering aud ap- 
ylause lusting for some time, When quiet 
had been restored Mr. Fielding delivered a 
speech lusting nearly two hours, his points 
being gieetcd from time to time with dent- 
ening applause. 

The linance Minister dwelt for some time 
on ulfalrs of the province while he was at 
the head of the Nova Scotla Government, 
aud then turned to the questions affecting 
the Dominion at large. 

Defends His Own Department, 
Speaking of the fnanclal inanagement of 
the past three years, the lmproyed condition 
of the country, and referring to this year's 
surplus of $4,888,000, he vigorously defended 
the railway policy of the Government aud 
Its administration of the Yukon country, and 
continued in part as follows:

During the entire siege ouly eight men 
were killed by shells and in all the battles 
only 100 men have been killed. 

A despatch from Estcourt, dated Mon- 
day, says the 12th Lancers are reported to 
have attacked the enemy at Weenen and 
inflicted a great loss on the Boers. 

Boer pr’soners report that Gen. Hild- 
yard’s night attack with cold steel paralyz- 
ed the Burghers, whose loss was 30 killed 


and over 100 wounded. They also say 
that their killed at Belmont was 140 and 
at Gras Pan 400. 

Gen. Methuen has sent an urgent re- 
quest for reinforcements and they have 
been sent to him. 





THE WAR SUMMARY. 

Oa Tuesday General Methuen’s force, ad- 
vancing along the western border of 
the Orange Free States to the relief of 
Kimberley, metfand defeated the Boers 
at Modder River. 


The engasement was the most desperate 
battle of the war, lasting ten hours, 
during which the British troops had 
no food or water. The enemy, 8,000 

strong, with many guns, occupied a 
splendid position and held it with 
tenacity. 

On the British side the whole was engaged, 
the artillery particularly distinguish- 
ing themselves. During the engage- 
ment Major-General Pole-Caraw, 
bravely assisted by 300 sappers, man- 
aged to get a small detachment of the 
‘force across the river, presumably on 
pontoons, This indieated that the 
whole British force Jater crossed 
without opposition. So far as mere 
marching is concerned, the relieving 
column could reach Kimberley in two 
days. 

It is, however, reported that a further 
force of the enemy is laagered at 
Spyfontein, about eleven miles south 
of Kimberley, and another hot vattle 
may be fought at that poiost. 


According to the Globe's special cables 
from the London ‘Times, General 
Methuen’s force is existing entirely 
upon fresh food, commandereed and 
bought as the advance proceeds. 


Moddor River is about twenty-five miles 
from Kimborley. 


There is no further news from the gouth- 


ern border of the Orange Free State 
nor from Natal. 


The casualty list of General Methuon’s last 
battle had not been issued at the time 
of going to press, but it is expected to 
be the heaviest of the war. 

Later despatches say that the camp at 
Ladysmith has been greatly strength- 


ened, and no fears are entertained,

Something About the Price Charged in 
Peterboro—Tect.nical Phrases Ex- 
plained. 


Without attempting to make a pun one 
may say that the light question isa burn: 
ing question in Belleyille just now, and 
any information in regard to it will be wel- 
comed. As has already been yointed out, 
it is not fair to take the town of Napance 
as a criterion, for there are three compan- 
ies there, and they are cutting each other's 
throats, but the town of Peterboro may, 
we think, be safely accepted as holding a 
position nearly analagous to that of Belle- 
ville. 


Mr. John Doyle, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, wrote on Sunday night 
last to Mr. F. D. Mackay, of Peterboro, 
asking him to be good enough to forward 
any information relating to the electric 
light systém in |Peterbcro which he 
thought would be of intcrest. Mr. Mac- 
kay very courteously rejlied the next day, 
his letter being as follows : 


Novy. 27, 1899. 
John Doyle, Esq., Chairman Executive 
Committee, Belleville, Ont. 

Dear Sir,—In reply to yours of the 
27th, received this morning, I have pleas- 
ure in giving what information I have. 

The charges for light in the stores are : 
50 cents per lamp per month for 15 c.p.,or 
by metre 15 cents net for 1000 Watt hours. 
The charge for private residences is all on 
a metre basis and is 10 cents net per 1000 
Watt hours, 


Street lamps cost the town $65 per lamp 
per year for the first 80 lamps, then $60 
per lamp per year for all over 8U. The 
Company pays a pole rental of $400 and 
their poles and wires are assessed the taxes 
thus paid amounting to something over 
$100. 

The Oompavy's franchise is tor seven 
years and has four years yet to run. 

Hoping this will give you the information 
you desire,

1t will be noted that the Peterboro con- 
tract was made about the same time as the 
Belleville one which the City Solicitor has 
decl: red void. 

Thinking that perhaps the technical 
terms in Mr. Mackay’s letter might not be 
clear to allour readers, THE INTELLIGEN- 
cer this morning took the trouble to visit 
a gentleman thoroughly posted in such 
matters, who was kind enough to atate the 
case in plain English, as follows : 

The average gas burner is a five feet one, 
so that 1000 feet of gas, with a five-feet 
burner, will last 200 hours. The charge 
for that in Belleville at present is $2.25. 
Comparing that with electricity we find that 
a $2 25 rate would equal 214 cents per 
thousand Watt hours. 

It will be remembered that at the meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee Mr. Pear- 
son offered to supply electricity at a rate to 
equal gas at $1.50 per thousand feet, which 
would mean 14} cents per 1000 Watt hours. 
Gas at $1.25 per thousand would equal 
electric light at 10 cents per thousand Watt 
hours. 

Taking the electric lamp most in use in 
private residences or stores as a criterion 
to go by, it may be said in a nutshell that 
1000 Watt hours will burn 18 hours. 

In conversation with a gentleman thor- 
oughly posted on electric light matters 
Tue INTELLIGENCER had its attention 
called to the following points, which would 
be of vital interest in a new contract : 

1st—As to the time of service ; in some 
places the term night service means until 
midnight, other places from dark to day- 
light. 

2.d—As to the lamp used and the qual- 
ity and lighting power of sume, some being 
only 4 candle power, some 8 candle, some 
12, some 16 Very necessary that the 
candle power be Cesignated. 

3rd—Quality of lamps a most import- 
ant consideration.
